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HOT WORDS IN THE SENATE 


MR. MORGAN AND MR. 
MITCHELL HAVE A ROW. 
THE OREGONIAN GETS VERY MAD AND 

TALKS INSULTINGLY—WORKING TO 

DELAY THE CHINESE BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—A good many 
‘persons who have had no opportunities to 
become familiar with the United States 
Senate and the doings of its members have 
an idea that it is a grave and dignified 
body of statesmen, who discuss the affairs 
ef the Nation with all the courtesy and 
flecorum due ‘to their exalted station. If 
there were any such persons among the oc- 
pupants of the visitors’ galleries to-day 
they must have received an instructive les- 
jon upon the manners and customs of the 
ighest law-making body in the land. Mr. 
forgan, who is in the habit of saying what 
he thinks when addressing the Senate, was 
fliscussing the subject of Chinese exclusion, 
when he was interrupted by Mr. Mitchell 
with a question which seemed designed to 
turn the debate into a political channel. 
Mr. Morgan promptly responded, to the 
effect that he believed that after Harrison 
had received the Republican Presidential 
nomination the Chinese Government, be- 
cause of his record, thought that by post- 
poning action upon the pending treaty un- 
til after the November election, it might 
possibly have to deal with an Administra- 
tion not unfriendly to Chinese emigra- 


tion. The Oregon Senator, who is also not 

iven to mincing his words, retorted that 
Ee did not believe a single solitary man in 
the United States honestly believed any 
such thing. 

“T have juststated that I believed it,” 
Mr. Morgan exclaimed, with a slight ring 
in his voice, ‘*and does the Senator from Ore- 
oe undertake to say thatI do not believe 
1t 


“T donot believe that the Senator does 
believe it,’ was Mr. Mitchetl’s answer, in 
sneering tones. 

: Mr. Morgan tried hard to be calm as he 
turned to Mr. Mitchell and exclaimed: ‘‘I 
, will not be interrupted by a man of your 
character in the impeachment of honesty.” 
-“*So faras my character is concerned,” 
said Mr. Mitchell hotly, “I am ready to 
parallel it with that of the Senator from 
Alabama, here or elsewhere.” 

Mr. Morgan paid no further attention to 
the Oregon Senator and went on with his 
arguments in favor of a reconsideration of 
the vote on the passage of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion bill, while those who had heard the 
' dialogue wondered why the presiding officer 

had not called both Senators to order. Mr. 
Mitchell was too angry to let the matter 
drop, and he nursed his wrath until some 
time after the Alabama Senator had finished 
_ his speech. hen, securing recognition 
from the Chair, Mr. Mitchell commented 
upon Mr. Morgan’s record on the Chi- 
nese question, and remarked that he was 
not surprised to see the Senator lose 
his temper and fly intoarage. This time 
the Chair reminded Mr. Mitchell that he 
was going too. far and must proceed in 
order. Mr. Mitchell was mad, and replied 
to the Chair that he would proceed in just 
as much order as Mr. Morgan, who had not 
been called to order, although he had vio- 
lated all parliamentary rules. He went on 
to denounce the Alabaman’s course regard- 
ing the Chinese bills, and to declare 
that it did not le in the mouth 
of that Senator to question his (Mitch- 
ell’s) sincerity. Mr. Mitchell went 
on excitedly until he reached the climax by 
exclaiming: ‘‘Whatever I may have done 
since I have been a member of the Senate— 
whatever Ilmay have done in all. my life 
which I ought not to have done—l can say 
to the Senator from Alabama that there is 
one thing which I never have done, and 
that is I have never, since 1 have been a 
member of this body, come inte the Senate 
Chamber full of whisky, disgracing myself 
and disgracing the Senate.” 

There was an air of suppressed excite- 
ment On both sides of the chamber as the 
Senators listened to this disgraceful lan- 
guage, and as the angry Oregonian sat 
down every body turned toward Mr. Morgan, 
wondering what would come next. The 
Alabama Senator’s face was a study as he 
forced himself to listen silently to the dis- 
creditable insinuations of Mr. Mitchell, but 
to the relief of his colleagues he made no 
answer, and permitted the routine business 
of the Senate to be resumed. 

If the student of Senatorial methods will 
read the Congressional Record to-morrow, 
which will contain the official report of to- 
day’s proceedings. he will receive another 
instructive lesson. The hot words uttered 
by the two Senators will not appear in the 
Kecord. Mutual friends took the matter in 
hand later in the day, and arranged to have 
the offensive language stricken out. The 
Record, therefore, will not show that any- 
body violated the proprieties of the Senate 
by indulging in personal abuse and con- 
temptible insinuations, :

Mr. Blair’s motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the Chinese bill was rushed 
through the Senate in such indecent haste 
ou Friday was debated again to-day, but 
no vote was reached. Mr. Sherman made 
a@ very earnest speech in support of the 
proposition, although he had lacked the 
courage to vote against the bill on tena be 
During his speech he stated very frankly 
that if Great Britain should act toward the 
United States as we proposed by the exclu- 
sion bill to act somnel Chins he would with- 
out hesitation vote for a declaration of war. 
In spite of the fact that he sat silent in 
his seat when the bill was passed, he to-day 
declared that the measure was a departure 
.from all the usage of civilized nations and 
from the path of national kLonor. Mr. 
George and Mr. Evarts algo urged a recon- 
sideration of the Senate’s hasty action, and 
Mr. Wilson of Iowa, one of the three Sena- 
tors who voted against the bill, also pleaded 
for reconsideration. At the close of Mr. 
Wilson’s remarks the Senate adjourned, 
leaving the motion still pending. Mr. Sher- 
man tried to secure delay when the mo- 
tion -was first taken up by object- 
ing to its consideration at _ this 
time, but the Senate voted to go 
on with the debate. Senators on both sides 
of the chamber are beginning to realize the 
unfortunate and ridiculous attitude they 
have assumed by consenting to such a 
piece of legislation while the Chinese treaty 
is still pending and the Blair plan of wait- 
ing 60 days to hear from China-before put- 
ting the act in force and sending it toa 
committee to have that provision put in, is 
gaining ground. Senators who did not dare 
go on record as opposed to any sort of 
measure to exclude the Chinese have 
already been recorded in support of 
the bill, and so far as the Senate 
isconcerned neither party has any advan- 
tage of the other on that score. The propo- 
sal to reconsider the vote and send the bill 
to the Foreign Relations Committee offers 
an easy way to pigeonhole the whole thing 
so long as may be found convenient, while 
both parties can point to Friday’s vote to 
show that they are “ sound” on the Cninese 
question. There is, therefore, an excellent 
chance that Mr. Blair’s motion will be 
adopted. ee

Secretary Whitney now has before him

Secretary’s consideration within a short 
time. It is said that Lieut. Houston is not 
charged with purloining examination pa- 
pers, but with having a set of the questions 
in his possession before the examination.

While President Cleveland’s letter of ac- 
ceptance has been read with very great in- 
terest by his political friends and enemies 
in Congress, it has not been taken as a sen- 
sation, and has caused no such excitement 
as both parties felt when his annual mos- 
sage was received in December, and again 
when he sent in his retaliation message last 
month. Democrats and Republicans are 
alike pleased with the way the letter has 
been received. The Republicans had been 
very. nervous and apprehensive. They 
have recently been so roundly thumped 
and so utterly demoralized by emanations 
from Mr. Cleveland’s pen that they 
fairly dreaded the publication of his 
letter of acceptance, lest it should contain 
some new and unexpected blow, given in a 
way to fix the attention of the whole coun- 
try. That the letter makes no new depart- 
ure is a relief to the Republicans, although 
the morecandid ones admit that it isa 
strong presentation of the issue before the 
country and the attitude of the Democratic 
Party. Republican criticism of the Presi- 
dent’s letter is confined to the assertion that 
it is only his tariff message rewritten. Dem- 
ocrats are unanimous in praising it as fol- 
lowing squarely in the line of the message 
and the party platform built upon that doc- 
ument,

The Army bill, as finally agreed upon by 
the conference and approved by the two 
houses, carries an appropriation of 

24,471,800. The Fortification bill, also 

isposed of by Congress to-day, appropriates 
$3,972,000. These bills were interdepend- 
ent ina measure, provisions for the same 
purpose having been inserted by the Senate 
in both bills, with a view to securing the 
appropriation in one of them if the House 
should disallow in the other. The chief 
item so duplicated was that known as the 
Hawley amendment, which appropriated 
more than $6,000,000 for ordnance. The 
substance of this amendment remains as 
a part of the Fortification bill, though its 
aggregate is reduced about one-half. Aside 
from the regular provisions of the Army 
and Fortification bills, these measures ap- 
propriate asfollows: For the manutacture 
of cannon and carriages, $200,000; for test- 
ing pneumatic guns, shell, &c., $100,000; 
for gun factory at Watervliet Arsenal 
$700,000; for the purchase of rough-bored 
steel, $1,500,000; for sub-marine mines 
and sub-marine controliable torpedoes, 
$200,000; for rifled mortars, $250,000; for 
the purchase and test of ordnance by the 
Ordnance Board, $500,000. All but the 
two tirst named items were included in the 
Hawley amendment, and were especially 
championed in the House by Representa- 
tive Sayers of Texas. There now remain 
only two of the regular appropriation bills 
before Congress, namely, the Sundry Civil, 
which is in conference, and the General De- 
ficiency bill, which is before the Senate 
committee. ie 

The heavy purchase of United States 
bonds last week caused a marked decline in 
the Treasury surplus, which fell from $110,- 


000,000 last Monday to $103,950,000,: as 
stated in the Treasurer’s statement of to- 
day. The discrepancy between this amount 
and the surplus, as stated in the President’s 
letter of acceptance, ($130,000,000,) is 
probably due to the fact that the President 
includes about $25,000,000 fractional sil- 
ver coin on hand as part of the surplus, 
while the Treasury officials do not. 





VERY MUCH MARRIED. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 10.—Philip A. 
Mitchell, a leading elothier, doing business at 
94 State-street, has fed. A woman who claims 
to be his wiie, and who lives at 54 Eldridge- 
street, New-York, arrived here last evening, 
bringing with her a photograph of Mr. Mitehell 
and their marriage certiticate, the latter dated 
June 30,1884. Shesays that he deserted her 


nine days after their marriage and came to this 
city, where he again married and has since re- 
sided. She also alleges that soon after their 
marriage she found that hehad another wife liv- 
ing in.Germany, but she diea a few weeks later. 

The New-York wife does not seem inclined to 
have him arrested for bigamy, and all she 
wished was to meet him and have an under- 
standing about certain matters. She will, how- 
ever, on his return apply fer adivorce. The 
Bridgeport wife 1s, of course, greatly shocked 
over the state of affairs. Sheis willing to take 
him baek as though nothing had occurred to 
mar their happiness. 

The two women met this morning and came to 
an agreement. Prosecuting Attorney Chamber- 
lain has issued a warrant charging him with big- 
amy, and the police are on the lookout for him. 





ON A FORGED ORDER. 

Robert T. Adams, a clerk in the Ameri- 
can Surety Company at 160 Broadway, was 
yesterday arraigned in the Tombs Police Court 
on a charge of complicity in larceny and forgery 
on complaint of E. G. Riggs, a repdrter on the 
New-York Sun. On Saturday last a uniformed 
messenger walked into the Sun oflice and 


handed the cashier a note purporting to be from 
Mr. Rigne atthe Cotton Exchange asking him 

to hand the bearer the envelepe containing his 
salary. Mr. Riggs had sent for his money on 

other occasions, and the cashier gave the mes- 
senger Mr. Riggs’s envelope containing $94 85. 

Later in the day Mr. Riggs himself called and 
found that some one kad stolen his money by a 
forged letter. He placed the matter in the 
hands of Sergt. John Hatton of the First Pre- 
ciuct, who found the messenger boy. The latter 
said he had gotten the letter from Adams. 
Adams, en his part, said that he bad been the 
dupe of a friend of his, Willard H. Hodson, who 
had induced him to send the note by messenger. 
Hodson 1s still atlarge. Adams was committed 
in $1,000 bail for trial.

A REJEOTED LOVER’S SUICIDE. 
TERRE HAvTE, Ind., Sept. 10.—Yesterday ‘aft- 
ernoon Frank Marting. the barber who came to this 
city six months ago irom Cincinnati, called at the 
home of Lina Webber, to whom he had been paying 
attentions, and committed suicide inher presence. 


The girl heard he was @ married man and recently 
told him he would have to stop coming to see her. 
Yesterday afternoon he called to urge her to receive 
him again. In this he was unsuccessful. She ad- 
mitted him to the parlor, and after she had posi- 
tively refused to longer receive his visits he took 
out a pencil aud began writing on apiece of paper. 
When he had finished he puiled out a revolver and 
holding it to his right temple fired. He fell dead on 
the floor. The note he left was to his father, at 53 
Olive-street, Cinciunati, and simply declare his in- 
tention to commit suicide and asked that no ex pense 
be incurred in burying him, Marting was 24 years 
old.

THE DELEGAIBS VERY SLOW 
IN ARRIVING. 

‘*Boss” M’LAUGHLIN EXPECTED TO BE 
PRESENT—A SCHEME TO SECURE A 
HILL STATE COMMITTEE. 

BurraLo, Sept. 10.—Less than a dozen 
delegates to the Democratic Convention 
have arrived ot midnight, and these are of 
the sort that neither manage conventions 
nor direct a party’s policy. It is a job lot, 
with Nelson J. Waterbury as its most con- 
spicuous ornament. Joseph J. O’Donohue, 
who arrived yesterday, grew so lonesome 
to-day that he went down to see the waiter 
run over Niagara Falls) Word was brought 
from Brooklyn that Hugh McLaughlin 
would attend the convention. He has not 
participated in a State Convention since 
1884, when he so obligingly helped Dan- 
iel Manning capture that convention 
for Cleveland. The few Brooklynites 
who are here are puzzed to know why ‘the 
old man” should think it necessary to at- 
tend a gathering which promises to be 
nothing more than a ratification meeting, 
and not agrand one at that. Ira Shafer 
is another Democrat now here whose pur- 


- pose is believed to be the emission of a series 


of bellows for the candidate who is the 
choice of the liquor dealers. The represent- 
atives of the latter have not deemed it wise 
to present} themselves before the crowd. 
It is understood that they have stopped 
over night at Rochester, where conviviali- 


ty a be found of the kind adapted to their 
taste. 

The members of the State Committee 
wili begin to arrive to-morrow and detinite 
plans regarding the management of the 
convention will then be arranged. It has 
been reported that Gov. Hill is desirous of 
ousting the present committee and electing 
® successor whose members will be more 
pliable than those of the committee elected 
in New-York last Spring. If any move is 
made in this direction 1t can be accepted as 
part of a well-defined plan to push the 
Governor’s canvass no matter whether the 
National canvass sufters or not. There are 
Democrats desperate enough to consider 
such ascheme, but it is doubtful whether 
they can carry it out. 

Gov. Hill has expressed a desire to have 
his name presented to the convention by 
his townsman, Mr. Charles Hazard, editor 
of the Elmira /elegram, and this will prob- 
ably be done. The protest of the Reform 
Club of New-York against the Governor’s 
nomination is not likely to receive that re- 
spectful consideration which it merits. 

copies of it have been mailed to every del- 
egate. Assemblyman Sheehan‘said to-night 
that he thought it would, when it is offered 
in convention, be referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions, where, of course, it wiil be 
stifled. 

The Prohibitionists will hold a grand 
rally here to-morrow. A club of 300 will 
escort’ hither W. Martin Jones, the candi- 
date for Governor, from his home in Roch- 
ester. Large delegations are expected from 
Cattaraugus and Chautauqua Counties. 
There will be a parade in the afternoon and 
speaking by Gen. Fisk and Mr, Jones. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 10.—A circular 
opposing the nomination of Hill for Gov- 
ernor, and stating reasons therefor, has 
been sent to every delegate to the Demo- 
cratic State Convention. It is not signed, 
but purports to be the result of the meeting 
held on Friday night by the anti-Hill men 
in New-York, The circular attacks the 
Governor for his veto of the High License 
bill and his record in the New- 
York aqueduct affair, and makes a 
strong appeal to the delegates to 
avoid party disintegration, by placing in 
nomination @ man whom the better. ele- 
ments of the party can support. The dele- 
gates seen here refused to give out a copy 
of the document, but said the foregoing 
were its leading characteristics, It was 
evidently the outcome of the anti-Hill meet- 
ing in New-York, a delegate said, and al: 
though not signed referred to that meeting 
and intimated that its projectors were au- 
thors of the cireular. 





LORD STANLEY TALKS, 


HiS NON-COMMITTAL SPEECH IS 
PLAUDED. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Sept. 10.—Lord Stan- 
ley of Preston, the new Gevernor-General of 
Canada, paid his first visit to Toronto to-day, 
and, in the coursé of a reply to an address from 
the Board of Trade, touched tenderly on the 
retaliation question. There were times, he said, 
when men had to restrain what would be their 
most natural feelings, when it is the duty of the 
individual, no less than of the community, to 
preserve an attitude, it may be, of dignified 
silence, but, of course, equally of firmness of 
purpose, 

** Having been a member of the British Cabi- 
net,” he said, “atthe time che fisheries treaty 
was entered into I shared yyur satisfaction at 
the turn aifairs had apparently taken, and it is 
impossible for me to conceal a feeling of disap- 
polotment whem that which had been looked 
upon as a fair compromise, and which, as an 
evidence of the fairness of the compromise, had 
been attacked by beth sides, was notwithstand- 
ing not accepted. You will not expect me, in my 
piace, to enter upen any discussion of the polit- 
ical quéstion. But this I will suy, that we are 
in a frame of mind, [ think possibly from a 
general sense of cowfort, possibly from an 
equally well placed sense of confidenee, which 
enables us to appreciate passing events at their 
true value, and | earnestly tmst that neither 
directly nor indireetly may we be tempted one 
hair’s breadth from that path of caimness, of 
seund judgment, and, above all, a feeling of 
genuine amity to tne United States, to the peo- 
ple with Whom We are brought into centact in 
social wud commereial aifairs. [ Applause. } 

It is impossible to believe that where na- 
tions are closely allied in blood and in interest 
they can be, even for a time, put asunder, and I 
earnestly hope and believe that those words 
which i have spoken will find a response in the 
bosom of the members of your community.

- OASHIER PITCHER ON TRIAL, 


MAKING A VERY. STRONG CASE AGAINST 
A HIM, 

MONTREAL, Sept. 10.—The trial of Pitcher, 
the absconding Teller of the Union Bank of Prov- 
idenee, R. I., was begun to-day in the Court of 
Queen’s Bench before Chief-Justice Sir Alex 
Dorien. Mr. Johnson, the Cashier of the vank, 
was the first witness examined. He testified 
that Pitcher had been Teller of the bank for 18 
years. On Saturday, June 23, the witness took 
a holiday, and when he had returned on Juno 
25 Piteoher was missing. The eombination of 
the sgfe had been tampored with, and when the 
witness finally opened the safe he found that se- 
curities to the amount of $600,000 had been 
stolen, in addition to gold and silver coin and 
certificates to the amount of $17,000, 

The witness followed Pitcher to Montreal and 
had an interview with him here. Pitcher 
offered to compromise for $150,000, but when 
witness asked for the $600,000 in certificates 
which could be of ro possible use to Pitcher 
the latter refused to tell where they were, say- 
ing he would hold them tilla compromise was 
made. Witness then said that no compromise 
would be made. 

A letter from Piteher to his lawyer was exhib- 
ited. Init Pitcher admitted that he bad stolen 
$700,000 in consequence of family troubles and 
through living abeve his income. Among the 
money exhibited was a one-thousand-pound bill 
of exchange on London and another of 35,000f, 
on Paris. For the latter Pitcher had paid 
$6,000 to the Hochelaga Bank. 

The prosecution was about to exhibit this 
money when the prisoner’s counsel objected on 
the ground that American coin or bills could 
not be termed money, as it was not legal tender 
here. The money was, however, produced, and 
Mr. Johuson testified that the gold exhibited 
was similar in description and denomination to 
what had beenin the bunk The witness exam- 
ined the paper meney, and said there were three 
packages marked as containing $100 each. Tho 
straps areund them were of brown manila paper, 
with ared thread running through the middle. 
The witness recognized these straps as the same 
used by the Traders’ National Bank of Provi- 
dence in putting up their packages of one 
and two dollar bills. OnJune 19 the Unton 
Bank received from the Traders’ National 
Bank thre@é packages of one and two 
dollar bills, each containing $100 and bound* 
with straps similar in every appearance to 
those witness held in his hand. Besides having 
the amounts written on them they had also in 
pencil marks 6, 19, and these figures were in the 
straps on three packages in his hands. The ¢eus- 
tem of the Cashier ef the Traders’ Bank, after 
putting up one-hundred-dollar packages, was to 
place upon the strap the number and day of the 
month. These figures, therefore, would indi- 
cate Junel9. The witness further examined 
the packages of bills,and said he found two pack- 
ages, one marked $500 and the other marked 
$200, beth done up in brown manila straps, 
and both bearing the amount in the packages, 
and alse a stamp which reads, ** Manufaeturers’ 
National Bank, Providence, R. I.” The court 
then adjourned till this morning.

DETAILS OF HER TRIP FROM SAG HAR- 
BOR TO HARTFORD. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 10.—Mrs. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe arrived here on the Sunshine 
from Sag Harbor at 6 o'clock this afternoon, 
and was able to walk from the boat to the car- 
riage, being assisted by her son, the Rev. Charles 
E. Stowe, and her nephew, Dr. E. B. Hooker. 
Dr. Hooker met her in the cabin stateroom, 


which sbe had occupied since Sunday night, and 
tound her in much better condition than was 
thought possible, considering the length and fa- 
tigue of the journey. Dr. Hooker pronounced 
the pulse strong, with a natural, normal beat. 
Tho distinguished invalid was removed as soon 
as possibie to the family residence on Forest- 
streot. 

The trip from Sag Harbor was without strik- 
ing incident. The members of the party in- 
cluded Mrs. Stowe’s daughters, Miss Hattie and 
Miss Eliza, the Rev. Mr. Stowe, and Mrs. R. O. 
Cooper of North Haven, who was selected by 
Dr. Sterling as the nurse, She will remain with 
her for the present. Mrs. Stowe’s favorite pugs, 
Punch and Missy, were in eharge of the two 
celored servants, Mary Deming and Bessie 
Johnson. Before leaving Sag Harbor Mrs. 
Stowe sat up for half an hour. At Saybrook Mr. 
Stowe left the steamer and came to Hartford by 
rail in order to get the house in readiness by the 
time of his mother’s arrival. While on the 
route up the river Mrs. Stowe slept most of the 
time. At Middletown she was aroused and ex- 
pressed the wish thatshe were at home. She 
wanted to put on her things, she said, and go 
home. While the daughters were at dinner she 
she was leftin charge of the stewardess of the 
boat, Mrs. Isabella Pierce. The latter, 
seeing the stateroom door open, asked if 
she should close it. Mrs, Stowe replied that 
she would prefer to have itleftopen. When 
told by Mrs. Cooper that she was near Hart- 
ford she said she felt more like sleeping than 
getting up. Later she,told the attendants that 
she did not want to be carried off the boat, 
adding that if they would lead her she would 
walk. Her will power was thoroughly tested 
by the effort, for the moment she reached the 
carriage she seemed wholly exhausted, and her 
son was obliged to lift her upin his arms and 
place ker on the seat. 

The daughters left for home as soon as the boat 
reached the dock and were there to receive Mrs. 
Stowe when she arrived in charge of her son and 
Dr. Hooker. There is gr: at rejoicing here that 
Mrs. Stowe’is back in her old home, and the 
deepest interest is feltin every particular con- 
cerning her. The kindness which she has shown 
through lifes toward the colored race was exem- 
plified by a trifling incident this morning, when 
her servant, Mary Deming, entered the cabin. 
On seeing the girl she held out her hand and 
said, ‘‘Good morning, Mary.” 





A BANKER’S SUICIDE. 

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Sept. 10.—Much ex- 
citement was caused in this place to-day when 
it became known that William P. Emery, one 
of the oldest and most influential citizens of 
the village and President of the Hunterdon 
County National Bank, had been found drowned 
in a cistern gear his house this morning. Mr. 
Emery, who had been in failing health for some 
time, left his reom at his residence at about 4 
A. M. and went down stairs. Some time later 
his absence was discovered, and a seareh was 
made aboutthe premises. [t was not long ba- 
fere his body was discovered in the cistern, It 
is supposed that he threw himselfinto the cis- 
tern while temporarily deranged. 

Mr. Emery was an extensive lumber dealer 
and was considered to be very wealthy. As far 
as can be learned he had ne business troubles, 
and his domestic affairs are said to have been 
happy. His wife, who died some months ago, 
was aighly esteemed and well known in social 
circles in Fliemington. Mr. Emery, who was 79 
years of age, leaves 61x children, three sons and 
three daughters, all in comfortable eircum- 
stances. The news of the suicide spread through 
Flemington and caused much excitement, espe- 
cially at the bank of which Mr. Emery was 

- President. Arumor got afloat that the affairs 
of the bank were not all right, but this was 
quickly denied. Mr. Emery’s accounts at the 
bank are claimed to beall right. During the 
past week he had been very restless nights and 
unable to sleep. It is supposed -that when he 
left his room early this morning be had become 
temporarily deranged. ery: he was known to 
have expressed the wish to die if he could not 
recever.

BRITISH VIEWS OF THE PRES- 
IDENT’S LETTER. 
GRATIFICATION THAT RETALIATION IS 
NOT MENTIONED — THE WHITE 

CHAPEL MURDER MYSTERY. 

LONDON, Sept. 11.—The Morning Post, 
commenting on the discourteous, tone of the 
fisheries debate and protesting against the Eng- 
lish Government being held responsible for the 
Standard’s opinions, says: ‘*The subordination 
of the whole international question to the 
scutile of political parties over the election of a 
President is now fully emphasized.” 

The Daily News, referring to President Cleve- 
land’s letter of acceptance, says itis gratifying 
to find that the President does aot wish to make 
retaliation a plank of his plattorm. 

The Chronicle says: “‘The exclusion of the 
fisherics question from the letter of acceptance 
of President Cleveland is strong testimony as to 
tné purely factious character of the rejection of 
the treaty. It is utterly impossible te doubt 
that the re-election of President Cleveland 
would mean the eventual revival and ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. It is immaterial to discuss 
what President Cleveland’s crusade should be 
called. He may give lt any name he likes as 
long as we Know itis infact acrusade ef tree 
trade.” 

Referring to Mr. Davitt’s speech at Knock- 
aroo, the Daily News, while admitting Davitt’s 
courage and patriotism, says it thinks he grave- 
ly misconceives his own position in politics 
“Happily,” it adds, ‘the Irish cause is com 
mitted to more sagacious heads than Davitv’s.’ 

The police have made a number of arrests in 
connection with the recent brutal murders of 
women in Whitechapel. In each case, however, 
the prisoner has been discharged, the evidence 
being insufficient. “Experts advise the polices te 
make strict inquiries concerning recently- 
discharged lunatics. One of the men arrested 
was discharged a short time ago from an 
asylum, He exhibits a homicidal tendency, and 
will be closely watched. Two prominent peers 
visited the scene of the murders to-day. 

At the meeting of the British Association to- 
day Sir Francis De Winton, the kev. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, and Sir Charles Wilsen all expressed 
the belief that there is no cause for alarm con- 
cerning Henry M, Staniey. They based their 
opinion upon their own African experience. 

The municipal authorities of Waterford have 
conferred the freedom of the city upon Mr. Will- 
iam O’Brien and Mr. T. D. Sullivan, members of 
Parliament.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

ATHENS, Sept. 10.—Iwo earthquake 
shocks have occurred at Vostizza, on the Cor- 
inthian Gulf, doing great damage. Troops have 
been dispatched with a supply of tents for the 
families and provisions for the destitute. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 10.—Instead of 
petitioning the Goverrjment that British com- 
merce be admitted via the Yenesee River, the 
merchants at the Nijni Novgorod fair requested 
that snch commerce be refused admittance by 
way of that river. 

BERLIN, Sept. 10.—Emperor William re- 
viewed the Third Army Corps at Tempelhet 
Common to-day, and afterward rode to Berlin 
at the head of the color company of the Highth 
Regiment of Infantry. The route was crowded 
and much enthusiasm for the young Emperor 
was displayed. 

The North German Gazette says: “Queen Natha- 
lie of Servia has always been an open enemy ef 
Germany, while King Milan has valued Ger- 
many’s friendship. There is no call, therefore, 
for Germany to extend to Nathalie kindness and 
support. It is a political principle generally 
accepted to be equally firmly a friend tv friends 
and an enemy to enemies, regardless of sex.” 

Emperor William has started for Bremer- 
haven. He is expected to arrive at Vienna on 
Oct. 4. He will stay at the Castle Scheenbraunn. 

TURIN, Sept. 10.—The King and Queen of 
Italy and the King and Queen of Portugal have 
arrived here to attend the wedding of the Duke 
of Aostu. They were met at the station by a 
number of royal personages already here, and 
wore enthusiastically reeseived. One hundred 
couples wantto be Married on the day of the 
Aosta wedding. 


VIENNA, Sept. 10.—A decree has been 
issued ordering the tormation of 15 new bat- 
teries and 4 new companies of Bosnians. 

The Prinee of Wales arrived in Vienna te-day. 
His visic is made in response to the. Emperor’s 
Invitation to wituess the munceuvres vf the 
Austrian Army. The Prinee wus received by a 
guard of honor and by the members of the Eng- 
lish Embassy. This afternoon he paid a visit 
te the Emperor, and thanked him for appoint- 
ing him Honorary Colenel of the Twelfth Hus- 
sars. ‘he Emperor subsequently returoed his 
visit. A gala dianerin honor of the Prince of 
Wales was given at Hofburg Castle this evening. 


Paris, Sept. 10.—President Carnot left 
Paris to-day for a visit to Caen and Cherbourg. 
He was joined at Noisy-le-Seoe station by Prime 
Minister Fioquet, wao will accompauy him. 
The President and Premier arrived at Evreux 
at noon and were given a hearty reception. 
Presidert Carnot received addresses of ivyalty 
from 500 Mayors. ‘he Mayer of Evreux, in 
presenting the municipal autherities of that 
place, expressed the hope that the presence of 
President Carnot would induce waverers and 
dissidents to rally wround the Republican 
standard. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 10.—The price of Santos 
coffee for September delivery advanced last 
week from 386 pfennigs on Tuesday uight to 
250 pfenuigs on Friday night. Then the pulls, 
who consisted of four prominent firms, after 
netting, according to report, 40,000,000 marks, 
lost courage in the face of accumulating hostile 
fecling. The maddest efforts were made to 
cover by the bears, whose losses foot up many 
millions of marks. On Saturday the closing 
priee was 130 pfennigs. The market is likely 
to be quieter ior afew days. Much of the blame 
for the dilemma in which the bears were placed 
is attributed to the Coffee Liquidation Bank, 
whose Directors only on Saturday morning for- 
bade further sales for September delivery with- 
out absolute preof being given of ubility to de- 
liver. This gambling in coffee is likely to have 
serious results. The Chamber of Commerce is 
now considering the matter. 





THH ANUI-CATHOLIC WAR. 


BOSTON MINISTERS DISCUSSING PARO- 
CHIAL SCHOOLS. 

Boston, Sept. 10.—The cause of the anti- 
Catholic element received another boom to-day 
at the first meeting of the season of the Bosten 
Evangelical Alliance, at which the “dangers 
which threaten our educational system’ were 
the sele topic of discussion, and an interesting 
subject it appeared to be to the large number of 
clerical gentlemen present. The Rev. Dr. 


Townsend, a Professor at Boston University, 
Struck the first blow, but was by no means so 
radicalasthe Rev. Dr. Gregg, who followed 
him. That gentleman delivered a carefully-pre- 
pared address, occupying an hour in its deliv- 
ery, and the sentiments of antagonism to Ro- 
man Catholiciam were received with great 
applause. Otbers followed, and then the Evan- 
gelical Alliance resolved te appoint a committee 
of elergymen ard laymen to present the earnest 
protest of this Alliance to the Boston School 
Oommittee upon its action in withdrawing Swin- 
ton’s text book from our public schools, and to 
respeetfully request the privilege of a public 
hearing on the question of restoring it to its 
proper place. Then another resolution was 
adopted, asking the State to take a handin the 
matter, in these words: 

Resolved, That the State should at once resume 
the entire control of public education and make at 
tendance upon the public schools compulsory upon 
all children of school age aud good health, except- 
~~ only those children who attend such private 
schools as are under the approval and supervision 
of the State; and we hereby petition the General 
Court at its next session to enact laws that shall 
secure such result, 

The Rev. Dr. Plumb also proposed te ask 
Congress for such legislation as should probibit 
any religious denomination from interfering in 
the management of publie schools, and a peti- 
tion to that effect was indorsed. 


MALDEN, Mass., Sept. 10.—Father F’atly 
of St. Mary’s Church yesterday announced at 
all the masses that he had received instruetions 
trom the Archbishep that at a meeting of the 
churoh dignitaries held at Baltimore instruc- 
tions were issued that all Catnolic parents 
ovine children must send them to the parochial 
schools under pain of sin.

THE ELECTION IN MAINZ, 


A FALLING OFF IN THE REPUBLICAN 
PLURALITY oF 1884. 


AuGcusta, Sept. 10.—At 11 o’clock the 
indications point te a Republican plurality of 
15,000, against » Republican plurality in 1884, 
the last September election in a Presidential 
year, of 19,709, and in 1886 of 12,850. The 
Republicans elect their four Congressmen. 
Reed in the First District is elected by at least 
2,000 plurality, a gain of 900 over two years 
ago. The Democratic candidate for Congress 
in that district was unpopular, and ran behind 
the candidate for Governor considerably. 

One hundred and fifty-seven towns gave the 
Republicans 44,824; Democrats, 33,220; Pre- 
hibition, 1,481; scattering, 824; against Re- 
publicans, 37,949; Democrats, 31,045: Prohibi- 
tionists, 2,029; scattering, 28. Plurality 11,604, 
against 7,544 in 1886; gain, 4,060. 

Augusta, Blaine’s home, givesa Democratic 
gain of 250 over the vote of 1884, and of 300 
over the vote of 1886. . 

Mr. Blaine has telegraphed to Gen. Harrison 
as follows: 

AUGUSTA, Sept. 10, 1888. 
Gen, Benjamin Harrison, Indianapolis, Ind.: 

Returns up to 90’clock indicate that the Repub- 
lican candidate will have more than 20,000 majority 
ever the Democratic candidate, the largest majority 
since 1866. The Probibition vote falls off every- 
where, JAMES G. BLAINE. 

At12 o’clock the returns show a Republican 
plurality of from 16,000 to 18,000. The ques- 
tion of tariff reform had little to do with 
the result, but the large amount of money 
used by the Republicans in évery small town re- 
sulted in getting out a very large vote, much 
larger than was expected. The Democrats of 
Maine made their fight with little assistance 
from the National Democraey, either in the way 
of speakers or finaneéial aid, it not being 
considered by the National Committee that 
Maine was essential to success in the coun- 
try at large. The Prohibition vote will 
reach 3,000 and the Laber vote about 1,200. It 
is said that on Thursday of last week the sum 
of $150,000 was sent into the State by the 
National Republican Committee, andit was im- 
mediately distributed by the agents of the Re- 
publican machine in every town and plantation 
in the State. 

Chairman Manley has sent the following tele- 
gram: 

To Hon, M.S. Quay, Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, New- York. 

We have carried the State by a plurality of 20,000. 
Have chosen the entire delegation in Congress. 
Reed’s majority will reach 2,500. The majoritles 
for Dingley, Bontelle, and Milliken will exceed 
6,080 respectively. Wehave chosen every Senator 
and nearly or quite four-fifths of the representatives 
in our Legisiature, and have carried every county 
in the State on the popular vote. 

PORTLAND, Sept. 10.—One hundred towns 
give the Republicans 28,845 votes, the Demo- 
crats, 21,733, and the Prohibitionists, 957; scat- 
tering, 600. The same towns in 1886 gave the 
Republicans 24,502, the Democrats 20,080, and 
the Prohibitionists, 1,344; scattering, 6. Re- 
publican plurality, 7,112, against 4,422 in 1886. 
Republiean gain, 2,690. 

One hundred and ninety towns give the Re- 
publicans 48,333, Demeerats 36,261, Prohibi- 
tionists 1,554, scattering 852. In 1886 these 
towns gave the Republicans 41,092, Democrats 
33,077, Prohibitionists 2,140, scattering 28. 
Republican plurality, 12,072, against 8,015 in 
1886. Republican gain, 4,057. 

Androscoggin County elects the fall Repub- 
lican ticket. 

In Knox County the Republicans probably 
elect all the county officers except the Register 
of Probate. 

In Washington County the Republicans elect 
all the county officers by 1,200 majority and 
seven out of ten Representatives. 

In Lincoln County the entire Republican 
ticket is elected, and the Republicans elect four 
out of six Representatives. 

The Republicans carry Somerset County by 
over 1,500 plurality, electing « Republican Sen- 
atorand seven of the eight Representatives. 
There is a gain of 1,100 in plurality over 1886, 

Waldo County elects the entire Republican 
ticket except Sheriff by about 300 majority, and 
elects four Republican Representatives out of 
seven.

2,700. 

LEWISTON, Sept. 10.—In the Second Dis- 
trict Dingley (Rep.) is re-elected to Congress by 
nearly 5,000 plurality over Allen, (Dem.,) and 
3,500 majority over all,a Republican gain of 
about 1,000 over his majority of 1886. Dingley 
runs ahead of his ticket in most of the towns of 
the district. 

WILLIAM WAKREN

NO HOPE FOR THE FAMOUS COMEDI- 

AN’S RECOVERY. 

Boston, Sept. 10.—There was a decided 
change for the worse in the condition of William 
Warren this afternoen, but during the evening 
he rallied somewhat, and at 10 o’clock his phy- 
sician, Dr. William Ingalls, left him withont 
apprehension of his death during the night. 
But all hope even of his temporary recovery 
bas now been given up, and the death of the 
veteran comedian may be looked for at any 
time within the next few days. He certainly 
cannot last much longer. 

There is great difficulty in getting the facts as 
to the real condition of Mr. Warrem. His physi- 
cian,a gentleman of the old school, and his 
faithful old nurse, Mrs. Fisher, both shrink 
from publicity, andin this are respecting the 
wishes of the dying actor, who has begged them 
both not te have anything printed about his ill- 
ness in the newspapers. The dear cid 
man cannot understand that interest in 
bim is so widespread, and that the thou- 
sands who have been delighted with him 
upon the stage now feel sincere sympathy 
with him in his affliction. Dr. Ingalls has never 
told any one tke specific disease that is carry- 
ing off Mr. Warren, and he cannot be induced to 
do so, as in his view it would be unprofessional. 
He holds strenuously to the conviction that a 
physician should not make known to the public 
any of the details of a patient’s disease or con- 
dition, and says further that he is bound te 
silence by the positive wishes of Mr. Warren, 
expressed at the time he was taken ill. A like 
reticence has been impressed upon all the mem- 
bers of Mr. Warren’s household, and for these 
reasons it has been extremely difficult for the 

ress to obtain accurate information on the sub- 
ect. 

It was learned, hewever, this evening from 
the simple statement of Dr. Ingalls and the 
affecting sorrow of Mr. Warren’s nurse when 
questioned on the subject, that all hope of the 
patient’s recovery was abandoned with the 
change for the worse of this afternoon, and not 
until then. The nurse, Mra. Fisher, when seen 
by THE TIMES’s correspondent, could only ejacu- 
late, with tears streaming down her face: “‘There 
is no hope!” and then with hands upraised 
above her tearful face she exclaimed: ‘ Don’t 
say anything in the papers, as you are a gocd 
man!” It wasin vain to tell ber that the reada- 
ers wanted the information, and that it would 
be impossible to accede to her request. It sim- 
ply added to her grief. 


A SPLENDID BRIDGE WREOKED. 

Mexico, Sept. 10.—The tremendous 
storm which has been raging in Vera Cruz and 
along the Gulf coast has seriously damaged 
the solidly-built Vera Cruz Railway, three spans 
of the magnificent iron bridge at Barranca 
having fallen. It is now reported that 
there is danger of one of the important 


tunnels caving in. The storm also 
badly damaged what is known as_ the 
National Bridge on the highway near Metlac. 
The railway bridge was 90 feet high and was 
curved, being a splendid work of engineering, 
always much admired by travelers. It 
thought that travel between Vera Cruz 
and this ocity will be interrupted for 
several weeks until a provision bridge 
can be built at Metlac. General Manager Foot 
of the road has gone to the scene of the disas- 
ter. It was most fortunate that the bridge fell 
in the pignttime, else there might have been a 
frightful catastrophe. 

The New-York steamer has been unable to 
land her passengers, and fears have been felt 
that she might go ashore, but sno is now said to 
be safe. News from the town ef Orizaba shows 
much destruction of property. Several bridges 
have been destroyed, and the river overflowed 
its banks. The faetories of Cerrito and Cocela-

YELLOW FEVER SIILL HOLDS 
ITS OWN. 

THE OUTSIDE WORLD HASTENING Té 
THE ASSISTANCE OF THE FLORIDA 
SUFFERERS. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 10.—Nurses aré 
arriving in comparatively large numbers, but 
are still far too few to be able to attend to the 
sick. The scarcity of physicians and nurses 
necessarily leads to the neglect of a great 
many cases. It is believed that the Rev. Dr 
Sharpe died from lack of attention. Edgar. 
Davidson, Traffic Agent of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railroad, died to-day. He 
was one of the first to be attacked with the 
disease, but was discharged cured. He had a 
relapse a few days ago and died to-day.

NEW-ORLEANS, cept. 10.—The Times-Dem- 
ocrat’s Jacksonville special says: “The great 
lack of nurses here is shown in the case of the 
Rev. J. H. Sharp, who died yesterday. He had 
no one to watch over him save avery ignorant 
and inexperienced negress. Yesterday morning 
he tock a hot bath, and then made her bathe his 
feet inice water and put ieo on hia neck. Sne 
did not know any better, and he died in an hour. 


Dozens of such inatances might be mentioned 
to prove that mauy deaths have been caused by 
laek of good nurses. Last night when the 18 
nurses from New-Orleans arrived there were 3 
to 5 applicants for every oue; but they had to 
z0 te the hospitals, and patients sick at their 
hemes will have to do the best they can until 
more come. The Mayor of Charleston telegraphs 
that a corps of good experienced nurses is there, 
ready to come at any moment at Charleston's 
expense. They will be accepted thankfully to- 
day, and 200 more could be used.” 

Great efforts will be made to-morrow te send 
a train to the North. Cireulars were thoroughly 
distributed in the city to-day, calling on all wao 
desired to leave on the train to register at the 
Secretary’s office at ones. It is thought thata 
large number of persons are willing to go, as 
the people now see the necessity of 1t. The 
large number of deaths has had the effect of 
thoroughly frightening women and invalids, 
and all will be glad to get away. 

Edgar Davidson, resident freight agent of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 
road, died very suddenly this forenoon. He 
got wet in Saturday’s storm by sitting near an 
open window, and he was too weak to recover. 
He had been ill fora long time. J. L. McKin- 
non, aclerk in Marvin’s shoe store, was weli on 
Saturday, was taken sick on Sunday morning, 
and was a corpse last night. All these cases 
coming 80 close together greatly worry the 
people. 

The storm proved fatal to many and will 
doubtless greatly retard the recovery of many. 
W. W. Douglass, city editer of the £vening 
Metropolis, is down with the fever. So far, the 
_only newspaper men who havs been stricken 
are Mesars. Carter, Kettle, and Douglass. Mr. 
Carter, who is editor of the Metropolis, is up to- 
day and at his post. The other editors are all 
right-thus far. 

The responses to the appeal are prompt and 
very generous. Letters are coming in from all 
purts with 25 cents to $1 inclosed, and all with 
words of cheer, sympathy, and encouragement. 

Large additions will be made to the Sand 
Hills Hespital. Ten cottages or wards,15 by 
20, are to be erected at onee. Very few patients 
will be sent to St. Luke’s hereafter, as the mor- 
tality is so great as to show that the building is 
badly infected, or that something élse is the 
trouble. Two nurses were taken down tbere 
last night. 

The story telegraphed from St. Augustine 
about the alleged finding of five corpses in a 
hut, supposed to be Jacksonville refugees, has 
been proved to be a canard. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—At a meeting 
this morning of the officersof the Post Oifice 
Department, called by First Assistant Pestmas- 
ter-General Stevenson, a committees was ap- 
pointed te receive voluntary contributions 
trom the officers and clerks of the department 
in aid of the yellow fever sufferers at Jackson- 
ville, Fla. Over $200 was collected within a 
very short time, and it is provable that this 
amount will be considerably inereased. The 
contribution will be forwarded through Senator 
Call of Fiorida., 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10.—At the meeting 
of the Citizens’ Reliet Committee, hela at the 
Mayor’s oflice to-day. additional subscriptions 
in aid of the Jacksonville fever sufferers were 
announced amounting to $3,338, making a total 
of $4,563. A telegram was read from Chairman 
Schumacher of the Jacksonville Finance Com- 
mittee expressing gratitude for the $2,500 re- 
ceived from this city on Saturday. The commit- 
tee decided to send $2,500 more atonce. An 
appeal to the public requesting prompt and 
liberal contributions in aid of the sufferers has 
been made. Meetings of the committee will be 
held daily. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 10.—A few days 
ago the ivening Journal of this city started a 
subscription for the yellow fever sufferers of 
Jacksonville and telegraphea the Mayor of that 
city asking for an explicit statement of their 
needs.

Three 
months of gloom and suffering and death are before 
us, With 10,000 indigent and helpless people to feed 
and provide for during that time.

GRAND ARMY ENOAMPMENT. 
THOUSANDS OF VETERANS ON THE 


GROUND AND MORE COMING. 


CoLtuMBuvsS, Ohio, Sept. 10.—The week of 
the twenty-second annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic has arrived, and 
Columbus is ready for it. Fer many weeks 
preparations have been actively under way, 
aud the immense erowds that are pouring into 
the city on every train and from every part of 
the country find flags, streamers, arches, Grand 
Army and other veteran organization emblems 
en-every hand. The Union Station is gay with 
streamers. High-street is alive with patriotism, 
every store and factory being gay with bunting. 
A dozen handsome arches span the street, and 
under these, during the whole day, have been 
marching newly-arriving posts of the wrinkled 
and gray ‘‘boys” of 1861. All day long there 
has been the sound of fife and drum and the 
solid tramp of marching veterans. 

Quarters have been provided for something like 
10,000 more than have yet announced their pur- 
pose of attending, and there id ne danger ef 
overcrowding. The veterans are in four camps. 
The main one is known as Camp Neil, and is 
situated east of the Union Station. Commander 
Neil and staff are in command, and have head- 
quarters in South Oamp Neil. Camp Dennis is 
in charge of Commander Jeffrays, and is situ- 
ated in Northwest Columbus. Camp Hayden— 
a here are also provided for ladies—is on 

ast Broad-street, ana the big tent camp, where 
the Army of West Virginia hbelds forth, is also 
on East Broad-streot. In all of these camps 
ample sleeping and dining arrangements have 
been made, and the veterans announce them- 
— well pleased with the outleok for the 
week, 

The weather to-day is fine and moderately 
warm. The rain of the last few days has laid 
the dust and made traveling and camping en- 
joyable. 

Reports from Chicago and many other points 
are to the effect that the traing were packed al- 
most to suffocation, and that the crewds in- 
creased 80 greatly apd crowded se much that 
the sale of tiekets had to be temporarily discon- 
tinued. Onio posts are’ arriving at ali hours in 
great numbers, many of them being present al- 
mostina body. Davenport (Iowa) posis have 
arrived, and were followed by the pest from 
Newport, Ky. This morning early departments 
frem Colorado, Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Wiseon- 
sin, Minnesota, and Maryland arrived, many of 
the trains being gayly decorated and bearing in- 
scriptions in praise of home, towns, or coneern- 
ing old army matters, 

t10 o’clock delegations from New-Hamp- 
Shire, Massachussetts, and Rhede Island ar- 
rived in 11 sleepers and 2 passenger coaches. 
Atthe campsthere are lively scenes as the 
newly arriving delegations seek their quarters, 
and those who have already located make them- 
selves at home inthe same way that they did 
during the war. Practical jokes will be in order 
to-night. 

A great many delegates to the National Wom- 
an’s Relief Cerps are arriving and being eared 
for at the headquarters of that organization. 
New-York sent the largest delegation, and rep- 
resentatives are also present from Missouri, 
Kansas, and Pennsylvania. The Relief Corps 
will hold its convention on Wednesday at the 
Second Presbyterian Church, which is being ap- 
propriately decorated for the occasion, 

Aside from the reception of incoming delega- 
tions there is nothing going on during the day, 
but to-night the Sons of Veterans had a recep- 
tion and grand campfire in the big tent on East 
Broad-street. Speeches were made by Gen. W. 
H. Pierrepont of Connecticut, Commander-in- 
Chief Rea, ex-President Hayes, Judge A. G. 
Freer, and others. 

Gen. W. T. Sherman arrived from Lancaster 
at noon ind is the guest of his sister, who lives 
in this city. 

During the afternoon Miss Nellie Sheridan of 
Somerset, Ohio, who 1a the niece of Gen. Phil 
Sheridan, presented to the Sheridan Battalion 
of Perry County, Ohio, iu a neat speech from 
the grand reviewing stand, a beautiful littie silk 
fiag which had been made especially for them by 
the aged mother of “ Little Phil.”

A FORGER SURRENDERS. 


HIS EMPLOYER ARRESTED AS 
BLE ACCOMPLICE, 

Boston, Sept. 10.—Lynn was given a 
sensation to-day when J. Colby Drew, for many 
years a grocer on Broad-street, walked into 
Police Headquarters and coolly stated that he 
desired to surrender himself as aforger to the 
extent of abeut $20,000. Some time ago the 
firm of which Drew was the senior member 
became financially embarrassed, and since that 
time he has had charge of the financial aifairs 
of W. F. Munroe, another Lynn business 
man. Drew secured notes in blank signed 
by Munros, and then forged the names

His friends are at a loss to account 
for his action or to surmise what he has done 
with the money. His paper was quite exten- 
sively bought, and a large amount is in the 
market. The list of those holding Drew’s notes 
comprisés many prominent business men of 
Lynn and several banks, who have it in sums 
ranging from $100 to $4,000. The notes were 
all for small amounts, varying frem $100 to

Drew appears to have been berrowing meney 
right along, taking frem one to pay 
another. n Thursday one small note 
was rotested, but it was taken up the 
next day. On Saturday notes for $950 
went to protest, and this brought matters to a 
crisis, Drew says that within 30 days $13,000 
worth of this paper will come due, He also said 
he had plenty of time on Saturday to escape to 
Canada, but preferred to face the music, under. 
ge the penalty, and then be forever free, Ha 
claims that he has not a dollar left, and it is 
supposed that a woman has got away with most 
of the cash. 

Munroe, whose paper Drew used, says he 
would give Drew six: or eight notes at a time, 
signing his name te them and leaving Drew to 
fillthem out as he saw fit. Munroe says he 
never knew what the money was used for or 
what interest was paid, whether 1 per cent. a 
week or 1 per cent. a month. Marshal King 
thought best to hold Munroe and see what he 
knew and what connection he had with the 
forged papers, and therefore arrested him soon 
after Drew gave himself up, although the latter 
insists that Munroe is innocent of complicity in 
his crime. The names forged by Drew as in- 
dorsers are 80 numerous that he cannot remem-

RUNNING FUUR-OAR TRAINS. 


BROOKLYN BRIDGE PASSENGERS PRO- 
VIDED WITH LONGED-FOR RELIEF. 

Four-car trains were run regularly yes- 
terday on the bridge and proved a pleasant sur- 
prise to the passengers during the heavy travel 
hours morning and afternoon. The trains were 
Switched as quickly as the three-car trains by 
the use of twe engines on the New-York side. 
While one was drawing back the leng train up 
the south track, the other engine would run 


down the north track and be ready for an in- 
coming train. A new switch at the extreme 
end allowed the engines to cross over at the 
clevated station, so there was ne delay, and the 
trains could be run on the same headway as the 
old three-car trains. The additional car did 
much toease the heavy crowding last night. 
On Sunday the four-car trains were alse used 
advantageously te carry the big afternoon 
travel, The cable worked all right with the 
larger trains. 

“No quorum” was again the word when the 
time for the meeting of the Brooklyn Bridge 
Trustees arrived yesterday. There were only 
8 out of the 21 Trustees present. As the Presi- 
dent stated that there was no special business 
for the Trustews there will be no attempt to get 
them together at the next regular monthly 
meeting.

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A TWO-TON GEM. 


TIFFANY’S WONDERFUL BLOCK OF AGAT- 
IZED WOOD. 

An interesting section of petrified wood, 
which stands a short distance behind the main 
entrance door of Tiffany’s, will net fail to at- 
tract the attention of scientists as well as those 
fond of looking at curious things. The block is 
an immense one, weighing 4,200 pounds and 
measuring 4019 by 33 inches and 34inches high. 

Itis of agatized wood, and came from the 
petrified forests at Chalcedony Park, Arizona, 
near Corriza, and 20 miles from the nearest rail- 


road station. It was brought on to this city 
through the efforts of Mr. George F. Kunz of 
Tiffany’s, and is the largest bieck of the kind 
ever brought East and polished. Mr. Kunz 
had no idea that he could secure s0 
large a section for the inspection of 
New-York people. Other pieces of the 
petrified wood have been brought on from 
these forests, but none which approached this 
specimen in size. The wood is used to make up 
into table tops and handsome weod ornamenta- 
tion. The —. surface shows a beautiful 
blending of yellow and black, and in some re- 
8pects resembles the red wood of the big Cali- 
fornia trees. Some idea of the hardness of the 
wood can be gained when it is knewn that 200 
pieces of marble can be sawed up while one 
pieve of the agatized wood is being eut, 

The piece of wood is very valuable, and for a 
time was plaeed outside the door on the street. 
It is the biggest gem that has ever been placed 
eutside of Tiffany’s unguarded. It is needless to

ROME AND DECATUR TROUBLES. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 10.—The Rome and 
Deeatur Railread is again involved in litigation. 
Receiver Dorsey went to Rome Sept. 1 to re 
ceive the road from the eontractor and was met 
by a petition and an order from court. Last 
Winter, when the read became involved in debt, 
the contractor, Col, Daniel Callahan, filed « 
bill asking for tne appointment of a Re- 
ceiver to take charge of the affairs of 
the company. The petition was granted 
and Judge B. R, Dorsey of Atlanta was appoint- 
ed a Reeeiver. About the same time a financial 
arrangement was consummated by Which the 
Reeeiver was enabied to complete the road 
from Rome to Atalla, Ala. The first mortgage 
dendholders in New-York appointed a commit- 
tee consisting of R. L. Edwards, President of a 
bank in New-York; Mr. Swann and Mr. Ogden 
and others to cash the Receivers certificates 
and to superintend the completion of the road 
with the proceeds. The court authorized the 
Receiver to issue $400,000 of certificates, which 
would be a lien on the property, and to contract 
with Mr. Callahan for the completion of the 
road to Atlanta, 

It was understood that out of the proceeds of 
the certificates the Receiver was to pay certain 
Glaims against the old compuny and certain 
elaims ne sub-contractors against Mr, Callahan, 
who bh been the original contractor for the 
whole road, but no claim was to be paid with- 
out the consent of the committes, or, if they 
refused to consent, without an order of court. 
Mr, Callahan was to complete the road by June 
1, but for some cause it was not 
completed fer some time after that ip 
fact, there i86 @ little work now remain- 
ing to be done.- The Receiver refuses te 

ay the July estimates for Contractor 

allahan’s work, onthe ground that he did net 
finish by the time speeified in the contract. Mr. 
Callahan, on the other hand, ciaims that after 
the contract was executed the last time by the 
delay of the Bondholders’ Committee in cash- 
ing the certificates. Things were in this shape 
when Judge Dorsey went to Rome, Sept. 1, and 
issued a notice to the effect that he would take 
charge ofthe Rome and Decatur Railroad as 
Receiver. At the same time he sent Mr. 
Callahan an order. direciing him to 
turn over the read and all its appurtenances, 
on this. Mr, Callahan, through his attorney, 
filed a petition before Judge Maddox ef Floyd 
Court, alleging that the Receiver, Judge Dar- 
sey, had failed to comply with his eontract and 
had refused to pay Callahan the estimate on his 
work and had by this course damaged him. The 
petition asked the court to suspend the Receiv- 
er’s order and to cail on him to show 
cause why he shouid not pay Callahan 
the money due him before taking posses- 
sion of the road. The petition also ask 
for damages. The ameunt involved, according 
to Contraecter Callahan’s claim, is $16,000 in 
money, $20,000 in stock, and $20,000 damages 
for violation of the contract. It seems rather 
odd that Mr. Callahan should be in litigation 
with the Receiver, who was appointed on his 
petition, and the difficulty is more with the 
committee than it is with the Reeeiver. The 
omg will come up for arcgumhnt befere 
udge Maddox on the 24th of September.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Sept. 10. — The 
scheme of a direct completed railroad line ve- 
tween Kingston and Cooperstown seems ina 
fair way of being realized.

Another step toward the end in view was 
taken last weex in the organization of the Dav- 
enport Railroad Company, an_ association cnar- 
tered for the building ef that Section of the road 
between the county lino near West Davenport 
and Davenport Village, a distanee of about tive 
miles, This company has a capital stock of 
$30,000, and the officers are: William McDonald, 
President; John Bell, Vice-President; Josiah 
D. Beard, Secretary; John L. Beardsley, Treas- 
urer, all of Davenport. The company will build 
the section indicated under the azsurance that 
the Ulster and Delaware Road will be extended 
from its present terminus at Stamford to Daven- 
port, a distance of 12 miles, thus filling in the 
last link of the gap between Stamford and the 

resent terminus of the Susquehanna Valley 

oad at Cooperstown Junction. The line of 
road thus complete between the Hudson River 
at Kingston or Rondout and Cooperstown, and 
about 105 miles long, would command a large 
amount of Summer travel. 


GAINED BY NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10.—The Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company has purchased the 
entire system ef the Gaur d’Alene Railway 
and Navigation Company, comprising a num- 
ber of steamers which ply on Lake Ceeur d@’ Alene 
and the Cour @’Alene River, as well as 28 
miles of narrow-gauge railroad, extending from 
Coeur d@’Alene Mission, through the mining re- 
gion of that name. The newly-acquired prop- 
erty will give the Northern Pacific an all-rail 
connection with Puget Sound and with the 
mines in Idaho Territory. The narrow-gauge 
road will be widened to the standard gauge. 
The Cour d’Alene Company pays 2 per cent. 
quarterly upon a capital of $1,000,000, and 
there are $360,000 of 6 per cent. bonds out- 
standing. 

A dispatch from New-York te-day stated that 
John C. Bullitt of this city would succeed Au- 
gust Belmont in the Northern Pacitic Direstory, 
and that Thomas F. Oakes would be elected 
President, but Mr. Harris would. remain in the 
Directory.

A NEW NATURALIZATION BILL, 


MR. OATES WANTS TO RESTRICT THE 
CREATION OF CITIZENS. 

WasHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The bill intro- 
dueed in the House to-day by Representative 
Oates of Alabama to amend the naturalization 
laws of the United States gives to the Dis- 
trict and Cireuit Courts of the United States 
and the District and Supreme Courts of the Ter- 
ritories and of the District of Columbia exelu- 
sive jurisdiction of the naturalization ef aliens, 
It further provides that no alien who has ever 
been legally convicted of any infamous crime 
or misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, er 
whe has immigrated te the United States in 
violation of the laws thereof, or who cannot 
speak the English language and read the Con- 
stitution of the United States in English, or 
who is a polygamist, Anarchist, Socialist, or 
Communist, or belongs to any society or asso- 
ciation of such, shall be naturalized or adjudged 
by any court to be a citizen of the United States 
or of any State, nor shall any alien be nat- 
uralizeé who has not continuously for six years 
next preceding such adjudication resided within 
the United States. Every alion who desires 
to become a citizen shall file a petition ef deela- 
ration of intention, and te that end declare that 
he renounees forever hia allegiance to any for- 
eign Prince, power, or potentate, and declares 
his allegiance te the United States. 

Tnis deolaration of intention shall be placed 
upen record. Any alien who has legally 
declared his intention as above provided, 
may, at any time after the expiration 
of five years therefrem, file his etition 
for naturalization in any Cireuit or District 
Coart of the United States, for the State or Ter- 
ritory in which he may at that time reside, 
which petition shall contain, in addition to the 
averments set forth in the declaration of inten- 
tion,an averment that he has resided within the 
United States continuously since the declara- 
tion of intention was made, and within the State, 
District, or Territory wherein he makes 
his application, and wherein he_ then 
resides, continuously, for more than one 
year, and that since the making of his 
declaration of intention he has not been 
convicted, in any ofthe courts of the United 
States or Territories, of any infamous crime, 
and that he has sworn true faith and allegiance 
to the Constitution and Government of the 
United States. The petition for naturalization 
shall then be filed, heard, and tried by the court 
in preference to other causes, and if the court 
is satisfied frem the evidence that all the alle- 
gatiens contained therein are true, and that the 
oe isa person of good moral character 
and a fit and proper persen according to law to 
become a citizen of the United States, it shall 
render hey, gree accordingly. If the court is 
not satisfied from the evidence that the peti- 
tioner is entitled to the relief he seeks his peti- 
tion shall be ected. Any petitioner for cer- 
tificate of the declaration of intention or for 
full naturalization, who shall knowingly swear 
falsely in respeet to any material matter or 
thing alleged in either of his petitions, and any 
person who shall knowingly swear falsely as to 
any material matter or thing in any of the pro- 
ceedings authorized by this aet, shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be imprisened at hard labor not exceeding 
fife years, and may be fined not exceeding 
$1,000, or beth in the discretion of the court.

We predict that one full week of seven 
days will be required by the mathemati- 
cians of the Republican press properly to 
explain the returns from the State of Maine. 
The full vote is not yet known, but returns 
enough have been received to show that 
the Republican majority has been seri- 
ously reduced as compared with the vote of 
1884 at the, last State election in a Presi- 
dential year, the only proper basis of com-. 
parison. The Republican plurality for 
Governor at the September election in 1884 
was 19,745. This year, according to the 
returns received last night, it will 
be about 15,000, showing a Republican 
less of 5,000 in the plurality. But 
the Republican organs insist that the 
comparison should be made with the “ off 
year’ 1886, when the plurality was only 
13,702, on the ground that BLAINE was the 
candidate in 1884 and ‘*‘ his immense local 
prestige gave the Republicans a great ad- 
vantage.” But to all intents and purposes 
BLAINE is still the candidate. The actual 
candidate is not so conspicuous as he in the 
canvass, and the party is proud to call him 
its leader and to put him forward as its 
chief maker of speeches and policies. The 
lack of the potent element of ‘‘local pres- 
tige” will not explain away the distressing 
shape in which the Maine returns come in. 








But if the Republicans insist on this ex- 
planation they must abate their glee over 
some recent figures from Vermont, which 
they were glad to compare with 1884, a 
year in which the Republican majority at 
the State election was popularly supposed 
to have been somewhat reduced, owing to 
the “local prestige’ of Mr. EpMUNDs, 
whom Mr. Biatine had attacked, and 
to a most unaccountable prejudice 
against a Presidential candidate who re- 
quired so much defending. Nor can the 
loss in Maine be explained on the ground 
that there are no sheep there to raise the 
bleat of protest and alarm. We fear the 
only true explanation is one which will 
strike a malarial chill to the marrow of 
innumerable protected manufacturers, and 
to the chill in due season will succeed 
flushes of heat accompanied by copious 
exudations of “fat.” 








The “intellectual and moral element” in 
the editor of the Mail and Express is sorely 
tried by President CLEVELAND’S letter, in 
which he can see nothing that is good and 
much that indicates that the President is 
**muscular” and healthy. For a gentleman 
that plagiarized an insulting epithet with 
which to try his little best to worry Mr. 
THURMAN on account of his age and its 
consequences, this is the refinement of im- 
pudence, As tothe gross misrepresentation 
of the letter of Mr. CLEVELAND himself, we 
commend the Mail and Express to the study 
of the Book which says: “ He that hideth 
hatred with lying lips and he that uttereth 
slander is a fool.”

The bill yesterday introduced into the 
House by Mr. Oatss of Alabama to amend 
the naturalization laws is scarcely worthy 
ofenactment. It will do no harm, but it 
cannot be expected to do much good. The 
most important provision in itis that no 
alien shall be naturalized who cannot speak 
English and read the Constitution of the 
United States. If this were enforced, 
we should be relieved, of some ignorant 
voting, but not very much. There is no 
legal definition of the terms ‘“ An- 
archist,” “Socialist,” and ‘Communist,” 
and in point of fact many people 
who call themselves Socialists are never- 
theless most excellent citizens, having no 
intention of reducing their theories to prac- 
tice by violent means. The extension of 
the term of residence before naturaliza- 
tion from five years to six amounts to 
nothing. Double the present term is the 
minimum of what we should require. Upon 
the whole, the bill is miserably inadequate 
to its purpose, 








The Tribune announces that “the Treas- 
ury has manipulated the markets for higher 
prices during the past week and the Wall- 
street speculators who are running the 
Democratic campaign were duly supported 
by a purchase of more than $6,000,000 of 
bonds.” If the purchases had not been 
made we should have been told that the 
Administration was trying to create a finan- 
cial situation that would force men to vote 
for CLEVELAND and stop the accumulation 
of money inthe Treasury. By the way, it 
is queer that the ownersof these $6,000,- 
000 of bonds should have aided the ‘‘ma- 
nipulation,” isn’t it? They need only to 
have kept their bonds in their safes to de- 
feat the game. 








Emperor WILLIAM began another week of 
his irrepressible activity yesterday by re- 
viewing an army corps at Tempelhof, wind- 
ing up with riding back to Berlin at the 
head of aninfantry company. To-day and 
to-morrow he is ‘‘ scheduled” for Bremer- 
hafen and Wilhelmshafen and more mili- 
tary maneuvres, while on Thursday he will 
begin a week’s field exercises with the Royal 
Guards and the Brandenberger Corps. Old 
WILuiAM L., like all the HOHENZOLLERNS, 
was fond of his army, but he was at least 
capable of keeping quiet. The young Em- 
peror rushes feverishly from deer stalking 
to military inspections, and thence to civil 
affairs of the State, and perhaps to personal 
superintendence of the lighting of Unter 
den Lindon, as if an enormous amount of 
back work and present work in the business 
of reigning had been thrust upon him, with 
very little time to do it in. Possibly his 
restlessness is somewhat exaggerated in the 
accounts, but it looks as if the task of find- 
ing adequate occupation for him must soon 
become a serious one. However, the visit 
to Austria and Italy is still in reserve, and 
the novelty of reigning willalso wear away. 








A SELF-RESPECTING CANDIDATE. 

It must beavery callous partisan who 
does not feel a sense of gratitude for the 
tone of President CLEVELAND’s letter of ac- 
ceptance, so completely removed, as it is, 
above that of ordinary political documents. 
In these days it isnot common, unfortu- 
nately, to find.a man coming before the 
people for their suffrages who takes so ele- 
vated a view of both their share and his 
own ina national election. Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s letter isa straightforward account 
of those things as to which he feels that the 
country has a right to know. It is pro- 
foundly impregnated ‘with a spirit of self- 
respect and of respect for his fellow-citi- 
zens. There are no appeals in it to 
their prejudices, no insinuations as 
to doubtful points, no cowardice 
and no deceit, ‘‘ These things,” he seems 
to say, “ are important, and as to them you 
are entitled to an account of my opinions, 
my policy, and myintentions. That account 
I give you, with a clear sense of my respon- 
sibility and of yours. The decision rests 
with you. I will not insult you by seeking 
to influence it through your passions or 
through merely partisan feeling. I have 
not consciously misled you in the past, 
and shall not do so. The election is a pub- 
lic question. I have so treated it, and I 
leave the issue in your hands.” There is 
nothing in the letter that resembles a 
“cry,” nothing that invites to exaggeration 
or impartiality. It is the utterance of a 
man who respects himself, respects his 
countrymen, and expects, as he deserves, 
their respect in return. 

The more extreme organs of the Repub- 
lican Party—not very many or very influ- 
ential, we are happy to say—have for some 
weeks been full of cheap taunts at the de- 
lay of the President’s letter, and have de- 
lighted to ascribe it to cowardice. It was 
caused, they said, and probably felt, by 
Mr. CLEVELAND’S desire to find some way 
of eva/ling the issue he had raised himself. 
They never tired of representing him as 
trembling under the criticism of Mr. 
BLAINE, and torturing himself with the ef- 
fort to find some. refuge from the storm of 
censure that his ‘‘free-trade” policy had’ 
brought upon him. They know now, if 
they did not before, that Mr. CLEVELAND is, 
not the kind of man that gets frightened at 
the kind of man Mr. BLAINE has shown 
himself to be. They can find no 
trace of evasion, no shadow of timid- 
ity in Mr. CLEVELAND’s | letter. It 
is precisely the same in its avowal of 
purpose, in its profession of principle, in its 
reasoning and in its spirit as the December 
message. It shows undoubtedly that in the 
months that have passed since the message 
was written Mr. CLEVELAND has been 
studying, as it was his duty to study, both 
the facts connected with and influenced by 
his policy and public opinion regarding 
them, and these he has studied to good put- 
pose. But if he has observed narrowly the 
tactics of those opposed tothe reform of the 
tariff, it has not been, as they have fondly 








| supposed, in order to avoid criticism; it has 


been only tomake more clear and unmis- 
takable thé real state of the question and 
the real policy which he and the party he 
represents would apply to that question. 

It would have been very easy for Mr. 
CLEVELAND to put his extreme opponents in 


an awkward position—what in their elegant’ 


phrase they call ‘‘a hole’—by modifying 
the position taken in December, and leav- 
ing them without even an excuse for their 
misrepresentation of him. And had he re- 
garded the reform of taxation—as they re- 
gard the protective tariff—as merely a 
means of obtaining votes, and as to which 
he could, as they do, profess any view that 
would serve that purpose, he would havé 
written a very different sort of a letter. 
But to their amazement and confusion, this 
document is really more aggressive and 
more effectively so than the December 
message. The evils which they have pre- 
tended were so deeply rooted in popular 
misunderstanding that he would not dare 
to adhere to his opposition to them, are laid 
bare with a more relentless hand, are at- 
tacked with even a deeper conviction 
and a more resolute purpose, than ever. 
And what they cannot pardon in him is the 
matmer in which he calmly refuses even to 
consider his personal relation to the matter 
and the clearness and good faith with 
which he argues the case as one of public 
interest with which the people must and 
ought to deal tor themselves. This is not 
the manwuvring of a politician; it is the 
plain, practical action of an American citi- 
zen addressing himself to the American peo- 
ple on matters of common concern, in a 
spirit of manly confidence in them and of 
equally manly confidence in himself. It is 
impossible that this spirit shall not have its 
due influence with the great body of sensi- 
ble citizens throughout the country to 
whom public affairs are not matters of 
merely party or private concern, but com- 
mon and mutual interests to be decided 
for the general good of the whole com- 
munity. 








THE ISSUE IN THIS STATE. 

The worst result of the renomination of 
Gov. Hixz will be that it will afferd a ra- 
tional basis for the objection that many 
worthy people entertain to voting for a 
Democratic candidate for any ofiice. Of 
course it is not, logical that this objection 
should go further than the causes which 
justify it, and that men who approve of 
Mr, CLEVELAND’s Administration and be- 
lieve in tarift reform should be prevented 
from voting as they think because Gov. 
HILt is a political trickster and his sup- 
port comes from the basest elements of the 
community. Butif the political action of 
voters were determined by logic our politics 
would be much simpler than they are, 

What will be proved by the renomination 
of Hitt is that the Democratic Party in 
this State is given over to the control of 
the worst element in it andalso of the 
worst element in the Republican Party. 
Liquor dealing is carried on by persons 
‘*of opposite political faith,” asthe statute 
book has it, and the liquor-dealing support 
of Gov. HILL is by no means confined tohis 
own party. ‘‘ Republican saloon keepers” are 
as confident as Democratic saloon keepers 
of receiving from him “the protection to 
which they are entitled.” The author of 
this delightful phrase, Mr. SHERIDAN 
SHOOK, is himself a Republican in full and 
regular standing, but, if he isnot in favor 
of the election of HILL over MILLER, he 
shows an unselfish devotion to his party or 
a blindness to his own interest of which he 
should not be lightly suspected. But, how- 
ever numerous the Republican saloon 
keepers may be, the liquor party in this 
State is undoubtedly the Democratic 
Party. In the country at large the 
liquor interest is so largely Democratic and 
the anti-saloon sentiment se largely Repub- 
lican that if the exigencies of the Demo- 
cratic Party had compelled it to make such 
a declaration in favor of untaxing whisky 
as the Republicans made at Chicago, not a 
tenth part as many of its members would 
have been shocked and disgusted as there 
are Republicans who have been shocked 
and disgusted by the free-whisky plank of 
the Republican platform. In this State, as 
the record of its Legislature shows, while 
the Republicans have quibbled with the 
question of restricting the sale of liquor, 
going alternately in fear of the ‘better 
element” and of ‘‘Republican saloon keep- 
ers,” the Democrats have consistently and 
unanimously opposed any measure of re- 
striction and have done without flinching 
whatever the Democratic saloon keepers 
wanted done, and opposed every measure 
to which the Democratic saloon keepers ob- 
jected. 

One need not be by any means a Probibi- 
tionist to recognize that it is a most mis- 
chievous and dangerous condition of things 
in which one disreputable trade is allowed 
to dictate the policy of one of the great 
parties. That is what the liquor trade has 
done with the Demoeratic Party in New- 
York, and it is equally plain both that it is 


high time to diminish this dangerous | 


power, and that any effective measure to 
this end can be carried only by the defeat 
of that party. That is the issue in this 
State, and there is no reason why it should 
in any way be complicated with the issue 
in the Nation, or why any citizen should 
have any scruple about supporting both 
CLEVELAND and MILLER and opposing both 
HARRISON and HILL. 

The issue has been so pointed by the can- 
didates that itis impossible to overlook it. 
On the one hand, it is manifest that H1LL’s 
sole claim to renomination is his consistent 
subserviency to the liquor interest, and his 
special following is composed of the liquor 
dealers, for those of his adherents who sup- 
port him because they hate CLEVELAND are 
scarcely worth reckoning. His veto of the 
High License bill is the one act of his career 
that excites anybody’senthusiasm. On the 
other hand, Mr. Minier, by his own course 
during the canvass, and especially by his 
manly speech at Little Valley on Saturday, 
has taken ground much stronger than the 
ground taken in the plank of the Repub- 
lican State platform that deals with the 
liquor traffic. He has pledged himself to 
approve and to promote a measure 
of restriction such as Gov. Hii vetoed, 


and even a much more radical measure. If 





sonable confidence to a change in the law 
that will so impair the power of the saloon 
in politics that it will not again be possible 
for the saloons to name the candidate of 
either party for the Governorship. If Hi~i 
is re-elected it will be hopeless to look for 
any change in the law in the direction of 
public order and good morals. If the issue 
in the State were the national issue, the 
candidacy of Mr. MiL1eR would deserve 
defeat, for he 1s an extreme protectionist. 
But as the Legislature of New-York does 
not enact tariffs, and as it does enact laws 
regulating the sale of liquor, as Mr. 
MILLER is distinctly in favor of restricting 
its sale, and as Gov. HiLuis distinctly in 
favor of allowing its sale to go unrestricted, 
and as there is no other public question of 
any importance to be decided by the State 
election, every decent citizen, whether he 
calls himself a Republican or a Democrat, 
should vote for the Republican candidate. 








A DISTRESSED CONTEMPORARY. 

Does the Sun think the parboiled and 
buttered file less harsh in the gnawing than 
the file in its cold and natural state? Evi- 
dently; for it is- continually striving to 
soften the instrument that tortures it, and 
of late it has given much time to the spread- 
ing of condiments. The Sun hates the 
President with the hate of Dana, which 
is the hate of sheoi, yet it must temper its 
rancor to its shorn counting room, so to 
speak, for investors are shy of third mort- 
gages. So, while it seizes upon and mag- 
nifies every point or incident that it hopes 
may damage the Democratic cause, it ‘* sup- 
ports’ the Democratic candidates. This 
course it evidently supposes will be com- 
mercially safe, but there is infinite discom- 
fort in it, as the Sun shows by its efforts to 
convince itself and its readers that in 
some important matters the President has 
‘dome over” to the Suns way of think- 
ing. It made an effort of this kind yester- 
day in endeavoring to show that Mr. 
CLEVELAND’Ss letter of acceptance differs in 
tone and temper and policy from his last 
annual message to Congress. The follow- 
ing extracts from its leading editorial ar- 
ticle show, the workings of its distressed 
mind: 

“There is, indeed, some reason to believe that 
the conditions which impressed him in Decem- 
ber have materially changed since then. So far 
asthe able letter published this morning ex- 
plains er modifies the tariff-smashing message 
of last December there is distinct evidence of 
recent enlightenment on the part of the Presi- 
dent. Ho ne longer speaks impatiently of 
American manufacturers as obstacles in the 
way of tariffreform. * * * Onathe contrary, 
Mr. CLEVELAND now announces a distinetively 
protective programme, which, whatever may 
be its practieal merits, deserves recognition 
assueh * * * 

“All this is a considerable gain, and perhaps 
as much as can be expected in a document com- 
ing so closely upon the heels of the bold but 
ill-advised proclamation of last Winter. We 
should say that Mr. CLEVELAND’S friends in the 
New-York State Convention that meets on 
Wednesday migat feel themselves justified in 


voting to insert in the platform a ringing pro- 
tectionist plank.” 

But the Press, which forgets more abeut 
the protective tariff every day than the Sun 
ever knew, takes quite a different and con- 
trary view of the letter: 

“ Divested of all this fustian and the pompous 
phraseology, the President’s letter of accept- 
ance isa reiteration of all he said in the message 
to Congress last December. He even goes fur- 
ther, forin language almost identical with that 
used by HENRY WATTERSON in his article last 
Winter in Harper’s Magazine, the President dis- 
tinctly and in terms refuses to recognize the 
right of protection and clearly enunciates the 
policy of tariff for public revenue.” 


And the Tribune, which is a protectionist 
newspaper in good though reduced stand- 
ing, declares that ‘“‘the letter is to all in- 
tents and purposes a reiteration” of the 
message, though it professes to discover 
“some bits of protection trimming.” We 
do not think the Sun will satisfy even 
itself that the President has in the slightest 
degree * hedged” upon the great issue raised 
in his tariff message. Butit still has the 
comforting privilege of printing estimates 
of the November vote showing that Mr. 
CLEVELAND will have only 23,000 majority 
in this city. 








PROHIBITORY DUTIES THE DANGER. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the 
fact to which the President alludes in his 
letter of acceptance—-that the protection- 
ists who are managing the Republican 
Party desire higher duties. As THE TIMES 
has pointed out, the present tariff struggle, 
instead of being between the advocates of 
free trade and of the protective system, is 
between those who believe that the tariff 
tax is already too high and those who 
would have prohibition. When protection- 
ists denounce their opponents as free 
traders they are simply trying to cover up 
their own designs against the protective 
system of the country. That system was 
formed and has existed on the theory that 
our manufacturers should be enabled to 
compete on even terms with their foreign 
rivals. Gradually, and step by step with 
the growing demands of the protected in- 
terests, the theory has been revolutionized. 
Leading representatives of the protected 
manufacturers, like Mr. McKInLry and 
Senator FRYE, are now hostile to the old 
system, and believe in protection for the 
sake of protection. The latter has said in 
effect that all articles that are consumed in 
this country should pe produced here, 
Every import, therefore, is an economic 
mistake, and duties should be so high that 
no revenue should be derived from them. 
Therefore all taxes should be internal, and 
the Republican Party is really mistaken in 
advocating in its national platform the 
abolition of any part of the internal rev- 
enue taxes, 

There is an apparent inconsistency be- 
tween the free-whisky plank and this belief 
in prohibitory duties, but the truth is that 
the Republicans are willing to give free 
whisky to the toiling multitudes in return 
for the privilege of increasing duties on 
clothes and other necessaries of life. How 
truthfully the President portrays the situa~ 
tion is shown by the few details of tariff 
revision on which his opponents are agreed. 
The leading feature of the Mills bili is the 
provision that wools shall be free. The 
protectionists profess to regard this as the 
key of the structure, and insist that it re- 
veals the important fact that the Demo- 
cratic Party is for free trade. But they are 
mistaken. So far as wool growing is con- 
cerned the vrotective policy has 
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miserable failure, Although sheep natu-— 


rally increase at the rate of about 50 per 
cent, a year, the number,of sheep raised in 
thiscountry has only doubled since 1860, not- 
withstanding the high protective tariff that 
has obtained during that time. The Demo- 
cratic policy, so far as woolis concerned, as 
expressed in the Mills bill, is simply caleu- 
lated tocheapen clothes. The Republican 
policy, on the other hand, is to gratify the 
demand of the wool growers. These wool 
growers insist not only that the fruit- 
less experiment of protecting their 
product shall not be abandoned, but 
that duties shall be increased to the 
rates which prevailed before the last reduc- 
tion. In other words, the struggle at this 
point is clearly botween cheap clothes and 
prohibitory duties on foreign wools. The 
same is true in respect of tin plate. The 
duty is now nearly 34 per cent. Tin plate 
is not produced here, but some Pennsyl- 
vanians think that they may ergage in its 
manufacture if the duty can be increased. 
In the Mills billit is proposed to make tin 
plates free, but the protectionists are in 
favor of raising the rate so that it will be 
equivalent to more than a hundred per cent. 
The rate on cotton ties is also to be in- 
creased if the Republican programme is 
carried out and the “‘ tariff is revised by its 
friends.” There is hardly any article pro- 
dueed in American factories which is suffi- 
ciently protected, if we are to take the 
opinion of its makers. Probably cotton 
manufacturers are the only contented peo- 
ple among the beneficiaries of the protective 
system. These are the “friends” who in- 
siston revising the tariff, and who are 
fitly represented by such statesmen. as Mr. 
McKinzey and Mr. Fryer. The President 
has touched the issue on the quick. If 
tariff revision is left to the: Republican 
Party, which is, according to ex-Congress- 
man W. A. RUSSELL of Massachusetts, ‘‘ the 
party of protection,” the tariff taxes will be 
increased. The country is not threatened 
by free trade. No honest and intelligent 
man believes that it is, but the real danger 
is from a threatened retrogression toward 
the ancient’ policy of China, which even 
thatremote country abandoned years ago. 
If Mr. Fryr and Mr. McKINLEY are to pre- 
vail in this campaign we may as well block 
up our seacoast harbors, for we shall have 
no use for them. The struggle is for ration- 
al taxation against prohibitory duties. 








Secretary ENDICOTT has been perhaps a 
little more considerate than Seeretary 
WHITNEY in his treatment of preposterous 
demands from the Senate for information. 
He notified that body thatin order to give 
it what it has asked for on one subject he 
willhave to employ eighteen additional 
clerks at a cost of $10,800. Secretary 
WHITNEY, under a like call for informa- 
tion, simply put on a large clerical force, 
at far greater expense than this, and, after 
the labor of months, delivered, by the 
aid of express wagons, a _ prodigious 
mass of documents. He had been asked for 
acopy of everything in the Department 
about the Roach cruisers, and he furnished 
it with avengearce. He then explained 
how many thousand pages had been writ- 
ten, and at what cost. The lesson was 
a telling one, yet it is not likely 
to be taken to heart, because the public 
and not the Senate pays the bills. Hence 
Secretary ENDICOTT’s plan of warning Con- 
gress of the cost of ill-considered demands 
seems the wiser. Congress should mend its 
loose habits in this matter. It is easy fora 
member to offer a resolution calling upon a 
Cabinet officer for ‘all information what- 
ever relating to” a given subject in the tiles 
of a department. It is easy to procure by 
the ‘‘ courtesy of the Senate” or the favor or 
indifference of the House the passage of the 
carelessly-drawn and perhaps needless reso- 
lution. Then a large sum of money will 
possibly be expended in order that the in- 
quisitive member may find his grain of 
wheat in a bushel of chaff or else discover 
that the grain is not there. In most cases 
resolutions should call for what the mem- 
ber or the body wants to know instead of 
for “everything relating to’ some very 
broad subject. 





IVES PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 10.—Henry S. Ives and 
George H. Stayner were ir the Criminal Court 
to-day, and entered pleas of net guilty to the 
indictment charging them with the embezzle- 
ment of Dayton and Michigan . Railroad stock. 
A demurrer to the indictment was to have 
been argued to-day, but counsel for the 
defendants announced that they had 
decided to withdraw it and present the 
questions which itinvolved at a later stage of 
the ease. They then demanded an immediate 
trial of the case on its merits. The State fought 


for a postponement on account of the absence 
of an important witness, and, to secure delay, 
demanded a struck jury. The venue will be 
returnable next Monday, when, it is now ex- 
pected, the trial will begin. It is semi-officially 
announced that the members of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayten Road, whe were asseciated 
with Mr. Ives and Mr. Stayner at the time of 
the acts complained of, have asked the State’s 
Attorney to open the gates to any line of in- 
quiry which any one may desire to pursue. 

There have been several publieations here te 
‘the effect that the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayten people were afraid of an investigation 
and would goto Ives’s aid, if necessary, to pre- 
vent ateo clese questioning of witnesses. he 
statement to-day that the opposite course would 
be pursued was unexpected and has added 
materially to the interest in the trial.Mr. Ives 
and Mr. Stayner are said to have suffered 
both in prides and in purse by the demands 
which have been made upon them by their at- 
torneys. Théy are reported asof the opinion 
that they are being bied by these gentlemen, 
and that unexpected reflections have been cast 
upen their honesty by demands that fees be 
paid in advanee. They have six attorneys for 
this case,

Its heroine (who, strangely, 
is also its hero) is Lady Madge Slashten, a 
healthy English gir!, who can row a beat, ride 
horse asross country, and smoke a cigarette as 
well as her brother Sam, who isa pretty goo. 
hand at all these things, too. Lady Madge leves 
her cousin, Lord Islay (pronounced Eye-lay) 
and he loves her, too, but he is a fool of a follow 
and proud of beimg seen at tne opera 
with beautiful Mrs, Delamere, and of being 
looked upon by all the other fellows 
as the favorite guest at her handsome 
little dinner parties where the cards are brought 
in after the coffee and cigars, and the stakes are 
high. Now Mrs. Delamere is, of course, a com- 
mon adventuress, not wholly to blame for her 
misdoing, poor thing, because she is in the toils 
of a villainous Freneh Count, highly esteemed 
at the best clubs in London and an honored vis- 
itor in the homes of the élite, who, of course, is 
not 4 French Count at all, but just a plain thief, 
and avery stupid one, unworthy of his calling, 
as it turns out. 

Well, Lady Madge Slashton learns of Lord 
Islay’s infatuation, (from the French Count, of 
course,) and, although her heart is breaking, (as 
she remarks,) she determines to see for herself 
whether her perjured lover has a spark of man- 
hood left and, incidentally, to learn just what 
sort of a Woman has made hima victim. To ac- 
compiish her purpose she transforms herseif 
into a pale, plump, impertinent boy, who talks 
with a nasal drawl and who looks as if he had 
led a dissipated life from his infancy. The name 
of this yeuth is Charles Marlowe, and he is sup- 
posed to be a new arrival in London from the 
island of Jamaica. In the sompany of Sam 
Siashton, already mentioned, he appears in the 
lobby at the opera and also at one of beautiful 
Mra. Delamere’s dinner partics, where hos per. 
forms wonders. Beautiful Mrs. Delamere, who 
like the fascinating lady with no two eyes o 
the same color in Victor Hugo’s “ L’Homme 
qui Rit.” 18 evidently fond of extraerdinary 
persons, is quite fascinated with him. He cem- 
mage outwits the wicked French Count, and 

© precipitates a very lively row, in which Lord 
Islay figures in a very bad light. 

Then, nextday, most of the persons in the 
Play, good and bad, assemble im the house 
where Lady Madge Slashton is visiting in Lon- 
den, and Lady Madge having learned that 
Islay’s heart has always been hers and hers 
alene, forgives him. she adventuress is tet off 
easily, having confessed herself an inatrument 
employed by the foreign thief te ruin Islay, the 
thief himself is breught up to a shert turn, and 
an era of happiness dawns. 

Having put Mr. Buchanan's plotinto narra- 
tive form Itis scarcely worth while to devote 
many words to a discussion of theesqualities of 
his play. Its incidents are preposicrous, and 
its text, at best, is commouplace. The davice 
ef dressing a weman in male attire and making 
her the central figure in a resort where ladies 
address a casual male visitor as ‘“‘dear,’’ where 
the men burn tobaeco at will, and mustof the 
conventional restrictions of society are dis- 
regarded, is not a happy one. Aitkough 
the bill of the play at the Feurteenth-Street 
Theatre, last evening, bore the shrewd an- 
nouncement that Mr. Buchanan’s rew “society 
comedy” is a satire on the English aristoorncy, 
the play bears internal evidences that its author 
intended it to be taken with perfect serious- 
nes& The “satire” on British aristocracy 
seems to be embodied chiefly by au aged peer of 
the realm who carouges and drinks too mach 
wine for his old head,“when he is suppesed to 
be chained to his seat in the House of Lords, 
and a clergyman of the Estabiished Church 
who is a clown and a willing lmr. Both ofthese 
sketches are amusing travesties if the spectator 
will divest Limself of prejudice and regard 
them from the right point of view. In the 
hands of two capable aetors (Mr. Lionel Blande 
was the Duke of Hurlingham and Mr. €haries 
Ceote the Kev. Mr. Colley) these parts were of 
more value in entertaining the large audieace 
last night than any other in the play. 

Miss Cora Tanner was the star of the occa- 
sion, ana sie is an oxeeedingly attractive young 
lady. She looks much better in the robes of 
Lady Madge than inthe coats and treusers of 
Charles Marlowe. She has an easy acdress and 
a sufficient mastery of the small technicalties 
otf the stage to carry a part of ordiuary 
difficulty successfully. There is not an 
actress in the world, and there never 
Was one, who coulki make the  princi- 
pal rdle in Mr. Buchanan’s play econtinuous- 
ly sympathetic and agreeable. Miss Tanner 
certainly deserves to be commended for her 
courage. Her facility in depietixg the frolic and 
dash of an ardent, joyous nature is not particn- 
larly noticeable. Her description of a boat race 
and a fex hunt, in tne first act, did not awaken 
aby enthusiasm. But inthe quieter portions 
of the drama, when Lady Madge was her own 
proper self, Miss Tanner pleased by the natural- 
ness of her manner and the influence of her en- 
gaging personality. Many goed parts in Eug- 
lish comedy lie well within her range. 

The general performance was noteven. Miss 
Eleanor Carey portrayed the adventuress very 
well, and Mr. P. A. Anderson acted the ad- 
venturer very badly. Such a coarse, repulsive 
man never would be tolerated even among peo- 
ple of loose character who aimed to »reserve in 
their interceurse some semblance of poiite man- 
ners. Mr. W. F. Blande treated a dull, over- 
drawn sketch in a gentleman-like way. The 
scencry was new and showy. ‘Two interiors 
were Quite handsome enough for the stage of 
any theatre.

THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 


MR. OLEVELAND'S LETTER ORE- 
ATES ENTHUSIASM. 
“PEMOCRATS CONFIDENT NOW . THAT 
THEIR PARTY WILL COME OUT TRI- 

UMPHANT IN NOVEMBER. 

The National Democratic Headquarters 
were crowded with callers all day yesterday, 
praising the President’s letter of acceptance 
and congratulating Col. Brice and each other on 
the wonderful influence for good it would have 
upon the country.

In the evening, when the news came of a re- 
duced Republiean plurality in Maine, there was 
another jubilation. Col. Brice said that he 
should start for Columbus to-day, where he will 
attend the National Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, feeling that the election 
of Cleveland and Thurman was assured.

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TROUBLE IN AN EXOHANGE, 


WARRING FACTIONS IN THE PHILADEL~ 
PHIA INSTITUTION, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10.—The Philadel- 
phia Zimes will say to-morrow that there is 
trouble among the 230 brokers of the Philadel- 
phia Stock Exchange, Secession and the estab- 
lishment of a rival Exchange are threatened. 
The trouble springs from the removal of the 
Stock Exchange to its new quarters in the 
Drexel Building. A bare majerity veted to 
move. They were under the aggressive leader- 
ship of William G. Huey, who labored early and 
late in the interest of the movement. Those 
whose votes turned the scale, according te the 
statements of some of the conservative mem- 
bers of the Governing Committee, who never 
move, were the young men, who carry their 


offices in their hats, not being pressed with 
business. The conservatives allege they were 
delighted with the idea of having windows look- 
ing trom the Exchange out on Chestnut-street, 
threugh which they could watch the passers- 
by, the parades, and the various other street at- 
tractions. 

When the Drexel Building was thoroughly 
under way and the die was vast opposition sub- 
sided for the time and an exodusfrom Third- 
street began. The new accommodations are 
now ready. They occupy only a portion of the 
new building. Their arrangement is such that 
it is aceepted as a direct blow against a minor- 
ity of the brokers, whose interests are not 
identical with the majority that voted 
for the removal. There are a number of 
brokers who trade between the local board 
and New-York. They are members of beth Ex- 
changes. They take advantage of the fraction- 
al differences in the prices of stocks in the two 
markets. They buy in one and sellin the other. 
They are known as “arbitragers,” and their 
business embraces a large proportion of the en- 
tire transactions of the Exchange. Brokers 
who are not members of the Wall-street market 
think that they would reap more commissions if 
the orders of the speculative contingent were 
confined to local trading. 

It has been discovered that the new board 
room contains no telegraphic er telephonic com- 
munication with New-York. The wires are run 
into a little secluded room in the hallway. Be- 
fore a broker could run from the board room 
into this telegraph room to flash an order over 
to the New-York market, the fractions which 
he wanted to take advantage of might 
have melted away. More orders would 
then have to be executed in the 
local market. The Philadelphia brokers would 
make more commissions, the New-York brokers 
less. Brokers whe have established themselves 
in the Drexel Building believe that the arbi- 
trage business detracts from the gic ome OG 
business. They are acting on that principle; 
they want all the business taken away from 
New-York and given to Philadelphia, 

Before there were so many wires and tele- 
phones the lecal market was active and pros- 
perous. To makeitso again a combination of 
brokers has taken in hand local securities like 
Pennsy!vania Railroad, the Lehigh, the Broad 
Tops, and Reading bonds and given them a 
grand bounce upward. Commissions are be- 
ginning to pourin as ofold. All this has failed 
to satisfy the old opponents of the removal of 
the exchange. Some of them prepared a 
burlesque description of the new quar- 
ters and distributed copies yesterday among the 
brokers in the board room. The new Exchange 
was referred to 1rreverentiy as ‘“‘ Drexel’s back 
yard,” and grotesque announcements were 
made of the offices in the building engaged by 
Third-street brokers, Printed slips were cir- 
culated among the money changers. They con- 
tained choice fables that were easily comprehend- 
ed. Factional feeling has grown tosuch an extent 
that a junior member of a prominent firm of 
bankers and brekers who wished to purchase a 
seat in the Exchange a few days ago was black- 
balied. His tirm had been one of those that 
actively oppose’ the removal of the exchange 
frem its old location. The incident increased 
the ill feeling among the board members. Some 
of them began to ask why they shouldn't have 
aseparate Exchange, and that matter is now 
under discussion. 





THE MEMOIRS OF GEN. TROCHU. 

Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegrapn. 

Gen. Trochu is writing his memoirs, but 
he says that they are not to be published until 
after his death, and that they are all that he 
will be able to bequeath to his heirs, as he has 
no fortune to leave them. The ‘Defender of 
Paris” in the Terrible Year, who modestly de- 
fines his memoirs as “‘notes which may some 
day preve serviceable to the historian,” is of 
opinion that Europe wiil be upside down before 
the termination of this ceniury, as this armed 
peace cannot last forever. He thinks that the 
chief question discussed by Priace von Bis- 
marck and Signor Crispi at Friedrichsruh was 
the advisability of convoking a congress at 
which a ** general disarmament” would be pro- 
posed, France being, moreover, called upon to 
renounce formally and definitively all claims to 
Alsace-Lorraine. Not, however, that Gen. Tro- 
chu credits the German Chancellor with be)li- 
cose projects. On the contrary, he believes that 
Prince yon Bismarck desires nothing more than 
to rest on his laurels instvad of tempting fort- 
une again. M. Emile Ollivier continues busily 
engaged on bis “Apology,” and in order that he 
might be able to treat with more authority of 
the military side of the historical events in 
which he was pars magna, be has devoted much 
of his leisure during the past 10 years toa 
practical stuay of the art of war. He promises 
many interesting revelations, but he says that 
if money were no object he would confine him- 
self at first simply and solely to printing 100 
copies of the work for private distribution 
among hie friends. Unluckily, from his point 
of view, his publisher will not be of the same 
opinien, and he will perforce be compelled te 
launch his volume out en the world. To this at 
least M. Emile Ollivier fears it will come. It is 
te be hoped that his apprehensions are justified. 





A JOKE ON BRICE.,

One of the fraternity told mea story. A 
few days ago an Irish fellow-citizen came to the 
office of an attorney and said: ‘ Patrick —— 
has sued me for $5. I want youto bate him,” 
and asked the attorney what his retainer would 
be. ‘Ten dollars, if you please,” replied the 
attorney. After he had reseived his retainer 
he said to his client: “ De you really owe Pat 


the $5?” ‘ Yes, Sir; but he has sued me and I 
want you to bate him.” Said the attorney: 
** You'll never hear of this suit again,” and he 
went off and in five minutes found * Pat,” 
gave him $5, took his receipt in full. and made

TOOK AN OVERDOSE. 

Byron A. Travers, a son of Bernard Trav- 
ers of Katonah, 32 years old, was founda dead in 
his cell at the county jail, White Plains, yester- 
day morning. Travers had been committed for 
90 days for habitual intemperance, and when 
found it was at first thougnt he had died of al- 
coholism. There was alse found in his cell one 
of the bottles of bromide of potassium which 
Deputy Sheriff F. G. Schimer kept in the veati- 
bule of the jaii to administer to inmates suffer- 
ing from delirium tremens, An autopsy made 
by Drs. Curtis and Magnes, by order of Coroner 
Tice, resulted in showing that Travers had come 
to his death by taking an overdose of bromide 
of potassium. lt was thought that he had ae- 
creted the bromide, but was ignorant of its use 
and had taken an Overdese. Travers was con- 
sidered -a habitual drunkard, and had been 
lecked up repeatedly for intoxication. Once 
before he nad secreted one of these bottles of 
the bromide.

TARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK. 


WHY OUR PEOPLE OUGHT TO PROSPER. 
: XXIV. 

Those who derive large profits from the 
high prices which taxes on imports enable 
them to get from the consumers of the country 
often claim that our national prosperity is due 
to the tariff. They say that while this tariff has 
been’ in effect since the war, the industries 
of the country have grown very. much 
and a great deal of wealth has been ac- 
cumulated. They also say that our working- 
men receive higher wages than these of other 
countries and are in every way better off. They 
refer to the large amounts of money depos- 
ited in the savings banks in manufactur- 
ing States as one of the evidences of this. If all 
they claim in regard to the proxperity of the 
people and the well-paid and comfortable con- 
dition of our werkingmen were entirely true, 
their reasoning would not be sound, To say 
that because one thing follews or accompanies 
another is must be caused by 1¢ is the shallow- 
est kind of false reasoning. It is like claiming 
that, because we have grown and: prospered 
since the waste and destruction of the civil 
warand the accumulation of a great public 
debt whieh we have to pay with interest, there- 
fore our prosperity is due to those terrible 
calamities. 

From the principles of trade and taxation 


which were laid down in the early part ef these 
‘*talke,” and which no rational person can deny, 
itis very hard to see how taxes sy ae things 
produced or bought and sold, which are to be 
paid out of the products of labor, and how re- 
strictions upon trade can possibly promote the 
eee, of a people, though we have seen 

ow they may change the appiicatien of capital 
aud labor and the distribution ef their products 
so as to build-up certain industries at the ex- 
pense of others. We have admitted that as a 
national pelicy this may be a good thing to do 
for atime, for the sake of having a variety of 
industries and of production, and being com- 
mercially more independent of other nations. 
But when this object has been fairly achioved 

rotection should be maintained only so 
ar as it can pve shown that it is still 
necessary in order to sustain some of 
these industries. Before accepting taxes as a 
cause of prosperity we ought to inquire whether 
there are not other things more likely to be the 
cause of it. : 

We all know that thisisa great country. It 
has a vast extent of land not yet wholly occu- 
pied, much of which is very fertile and very 
ittle of which has had its strength exhausted 
by long cultivation. We have a great variety 
of climate adapted to all manner of natural 
productions. e have forests of timber and 
quarries of stone and mineral dcposits of great 
richness and variety. We have a vast coast 
line with innumerable good harbors and a great 
system of lakes and rivers, afterding means of 
communication, and we have built up a net- 
work of railroads containing nearly half the 
railroad mileage of the world. ith this 
great continent, this variety of natural re- 
sources and advantages, whieh have been used 
for a comparatively short time, our population 
amounts on the average to only about 25 per- 
sons to the square mile even in the region east 
of the Mississippi River, while fur the whole 
country, not counting Alaska, it is considerably 
less than 20 persons. England is an old coun- 
try and has about 400 persons té the square 
mile, while for the whole United Kingdom the 
number in 1871 was 265. Belgium has over 460 
persons to the square mile, Germany and Italy 
over 200, and Austria nearly as many, while 
certain separate States, like Saxony, for in- 
stance, have over 400. 

Besides, we have a free Government and in- 
stitutions and social conditions that were in- 
tended to give an equal chance to all. Wedo 
net have to support a great monarochical and 
aristocratic system, which coats much aud pro- 
duces nothing, and which restricts the action 
and opportunities of the people by hard social 
and political conditions. very man has the 
prospect of rising and bettering his condition 
by industry and energy. We de net have to pay 
fer great armies and armaments, which take 
hundreds of thousands ef men from productive 
employments and make them costly consumers, 
and which absorb a large amount frem the pro- 
duction of labor. Our people asa whole are 
supposed to be more intelligent and better edu- 
eated than those of other countries, and this, 
with the fact that they have better ehances and 
greater incentives te effort, makes them more 
skillful, industrious, and energetic than other 
people. At least thatis what we claim as, one 
ef the results of eur free institutions, and it 
certainly ought to,be so, 

Now with this great country, with its vast 
natural resources and advantages, its institu- 
tions, and its active and intelligent people, the 
labor of each man surely ought te produce more 
and be worth moore, and he ought to get more for 
it, than is possiblein old and more crowded coun- 
tries, with repressive conditions and traditions. 
Do not these ecireumstances afford reasun 
enough why this cauntry should be prosperous, 
why it should buila up its industries rapidly, 
why wealth should accumulate and mer not 
decay, why labor sheuld be well paid and com- 
fortable? When we think of it, it seems as 
though our people, especially those who do the 
work whieh is the souree of all produc- 
tion of wealth, ought to be better off than thoy 
are. There ought not to be so many cases of 
poverty axd distress, so many strikes ard lock- 
outs and labor treubles, which, by the way, are 
almost always in the “protected” industries. 
Is it not quite possible that this system of 
taxation, which stimulates here and represses 
there, which draws from the mass of the people 
and bestows upon special interests, really in- 
terferes with prosperity, making it less zeneral 
and widely distributed than it would otherwise 
be? May it not put foo much of that national 
wealth which seems so great in the statistics 
into the hands of a few men, and leave too 
little of it to the people at large, and especially 
to those who do the actual hard work of pro- 
ducing the wealth ? RKER.

TREMENDOUS RAINFALL. 


EFFECT OF THE STORM IN VIRGINIA, 
GEORGIA, AND MEXICO. 

AucGusta, Ga., Sept. 10.—Heavy rains on 
Sunday along the Savannah Valley caused the 
river*to rise rapidly last night and this morn- 
ing. Three inches of rain fell from 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning until last night. The city is 
covered with water in many places to a depth 
of several feet. All mills stopped on account 


ef high waters at noon. The river is 36 feet 54g 
inches and still rising slowly. 

In 1865 the river was 37 feet above lew water 
mark. In 1872it was 33 feet andin 1840 was 
36 feet Ginches. The grades of streets having 
been raised several feet, it is thought the pres- 
ent freshet will dono serious damage to prop- 
erty. The weather is now clear and the wind 
from the northwest. 


AvuGusta, Ga., Sept. 10.—The Savannah 
River has flooded this city, Heavy rains have 


brought the river up to the highest register since: 


1840. The water rose rapidly, and at 9 v’clock 
P. M. is still rising, having stopped the cotton 
factories in the western end of the 
city and transforming the business and 
Tesidence portion into islands. Broaa- 
street, feur miles long, is in a fair boating 
coudition. Currents are running through cross 
streets from Broad to Green. Stores are flooded 
from one to two feet, but the merchants gen- 
erally have moved their goods to shelves and 
counters. Many persons are sitting to-night at 
their doors watching the tawny tide. Wires are 
down in many directions, and not a single train 
will leave the city to-nignt. The beliefis general 
that the highest point has been reached, and 
in spite of general inconvenience, people 
are patient and good-natured. In the upper 
and outer edge of the roy the suftering among 
families in the low-built houses will be consid- 
erable, but steps will soexn be taken to relieve 
them. One man is reported dead from fright, 
and ‘an old colored fishmonger was drowned to- 
day on Ellis-street. The buildings of the great 
National Expesition, to open here next month, 


are‘high, dry, and undamaged, and work on 


them is uninterrupted. 

The last great freshet was in 1872. Just at 
the close of the war, in January, 1865, the river 
registered 36 feet 11 inches. To-night it is 37 
feet 6G inches. In 1872 the river rese to 37 feet 
5 inches, and in 1840 the water was 37 feet 10 
inches. The latter figures may be reached to- 
night before the water recedes. The weather is 
clear and a moonlight night makes the city 
sparkle in the presence of a flood the equal 
of which has been witnessed by few citizens of 
the present generation. 


DANVILLE, Va., Sept. 10.—There have 
been heavy rains here,and the Danyille River is 
higher than for many years and is still rising. 
Trains over the Rischmend and Danville Road 
have been delayed by washouts, and no trains 
have been run over the Danville and New River. 
There are serious freshets in all streams, and 
much damage to crops is feared. Tne heavy 
rains must also injure the growing tobacco. 


NorFOLK, Va., Sept. 10.—A destructive 
rain and wind storm swept over parts of Nanse- 
mond, Isle of Wight, and Southampton Counties 
this morning, destroying standing crops and 
blowing down trees and farm buildings. E. T. 
Cross, & prominent farmer of Nansemond 
County, was killed by a falling tree while fish- 
ing In his mill pond. 


STAUNTON, Va., Sept. 10.—It has rained 
here 12 days in suceession. The .wheat in 
stacks is sprouting and is much damaged. 
Cloverseed is seriously injured. 


Ciry OF MEXICO, via Galveston, Sept. 10. 
—Trafiic has been suspended en the railroad 
between the city of Mexico and Vera Cruz on 
aecount of the falling of the Mettac Bridge. 
There is ne knewing when the damage will be 
repaired. Advices from Orizaba state that all 
the rivers and creeks in that vicinity have over- 
flowed their banks. vane yg § houses have been 
thrown down and several hves have been lost. 
All the streams on the road from the city of 
Mexico to Vera Cruz are rising. Advices have 
been received from Pachuca to the effect that 
the rivers in the State of Hidalgo are overflow- 
ing their banks and causing considerabie dam- 
age. Rallread tratiie has been suspended. 


FIVE KILLED AND TWENTY INJURED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 10.—Train No. 5 
of the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Branch of the Erie Railway was divided into 
tive sections to-day, the 30 cars of which were 
filled mostly with excursionists going to attend 
the Centennial Exposition at Columbus.

All the excursionists 
succeeded in getting out of the cars before tne 
crash came, but as they hurried down the slope 
of the embankment upon which tkeir train 
was standing the wrecked coaches fellowed 
them. Three persons were Ellied outright, two 
fatally hurt, and twenty more injured. 

Those killed instantly were: Barney Bolin- 
ger of Galien, Ohio, engineer of the freight 
train, who fell under the wheels of his locomo- 
tive and was Gdeeapitated; William Cochran of 
Caledonia, Ohio, brakeman on tho freight train, 
and Samuel Byee, a member of Tod Post. G. 
A. R., of Youngstown, Ohio. Miss Mary Given, 
a teacher in the normal school at Canfield, 
Onio, and Miss Ina Tucker of Austintown were 
so badly injured that they died at Sterling, 
whither they were removed. The excursionists 
most severely wounded are John Gault of Jack- 
son, Mrs. Hugh Manchester of Canfield, who 
had both legs broken; Mrs. Wilson Sharon of 
Cantield, injured about the back and hips, and 
Charles Hoyle of Youngstown, one leg broken 
in two places. Nearly ali the injured live in Ma- 
honing County. The wounds aro mostly pain- 
ful, but not serious.

To the Editor of the New. York Times: 

Like a dolphin in acalm sea the leading 
pretection journal of the country, the New- 
York Tribune, has been sperting the figures on 
wages. The time has come when this sportive 
wage dolphin should be hauled on deck. And 
as wé6 all know the dolphin dies under a change 
of numerous colors, so I regret that my state- 
ment will inflict the same tortures on the Tridb- 
une’s wage dolphin. Inthe Zribune’s issue of 
Saturday, the 8th inst., the following appeared: 


To illustrate, let the glass industry be considered. 
The American tables show precisely how 13,595 
workers are divided as to sex and age, with the 
amount of wages paid to each kind of workers. 
From these tables the following totals have been 
computed by separate calculations for the workers 
in each of 135 classes:

What a pity it is te disturb’ so much good cheer 
by cold statistieal faets! On page 6, Vol. IL, of 
the census of 1880, the statistics of wages on 
glass are given by one of the moat positive pro- 
tectionists in the country, namely, Mr. J. D. 
Weeks of Pennsylvania. Hesays: ‘The total 
amount of =“ paid during the year to ail 
classes of employes in the works was $9,144,- 
100. As I have already stated in my ‘coke re- 
port,’ any attenipt to deduce the average daily 
earnings of each person employed from the 
tigures giver in the tables annexed would not 
only be useless, but the result obtained 
would conve} a decidedly wrong impres- 
sion. The total ameunt of wages paid— 
$9,144,100—divided by the total number 
of hands employed, 24,177, would give the quo- 
tient of $378. Theugh such a quotient is often 
regarded as the average yearly earnings of each 
employe, a little consideration will make it evi- 
dent thatit does not represent such sarnings; 
thatit really represents nothing but the result 
of the division of one number by another. 











“Tn a word, the only way in which it would 
be possible to show what were the yearly earn- 
ings of each man at the glass works of the 
United States during the census year would be 


to ascertain directly from the books what each 


man received, and for such a statement there are 
no data.” 

With thie little preface taken from Mr. J. D’ 
Weeks’s report, let us now turn to page 12 of 
the same volume. Weshall find tnat in 1880, 
a year of ‘boom’ and high wages, there were 
employed in the whole United States the fol- 
lewing hands in the winéow-glass works, name- 
ly: Total hands employed, 3,890, divided thus: 
Men above 16 years old 
Females above 15 years 


These 3,890 hands earnedin wages $2,139,- 
536, which 1s an svereme of about $550 per 
annum, and instead of $2 65 per day wages, as 
the 7ribune fondly has it, the actual average 
earning for 300 working days was a fraction 
over $1 80 perday. So much for the window- 
glass wages. Now let us take the wages of 
the makers of green glass. 

In 1880 there were employed in the whole 
United States in the manulaeture of green glass 
6,691 hands, divided thus:

Males under 16 years old, 
Fewales 15 years and under..... Kitingbubasacaecet 


Now, ther, the Tribune states that the average 
wages of the green-glass makers was, or is, 
$1 79 perday. If the 4,948 men employed in 
1880 had received $1 79a day wages for 300 
working days each man would have earned 
$537 per annum, and the total wages of these 
4,948 men woula have been $2,657,076, or 
$400,000 more than was paid altogether. Be- 
sides, the 136 women, 1,074 youths, and 33 
girls would have to work fer nothing. The 
glassware wages, which the 7ribune averages 
at $1 80, is, of ceurse, also at fault.

LESTER WALLACK LAID AT 
‘ REST 1N WOUDLAWN. ‘ 
HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE ATTEND _ THE 
SERVICES AT CHURCH AND FOLLOW 
THE BODY TO THE GRAVE. 
jt Lester Wallack, the, famous actor and 
manager, was yesterday buried in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. Scores of well-known actors and 
managers followed the body to the cemetery, . 
while hundreds of faces familiar in the theat- ' 
rical world were conspicuous at the “ Little 
Church Around the Corner,” where a public 
funeral servics was held. It was a mournful 
precession that left Elmsmere, where Mr. Wal- 
lack died, for the railway station in time for the 
8:42 express'train for this city yesterday morn- 
img. A special combination car had been pro- 
vided for the casket and the mourmers. So 
thickly was the lid of the coffin crowned with 
flowers and ferns and palm branches that the | 
cover itself was hidaex from vicw. ; 

Among the mourners were Mrs.\Leater Wal- ; 
lack, her three sons, Arthur, Harold, and; 
Uharles; Mrs. Charles Wallack and son, Mra. 
Harold Wallack, Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Moss 
and children, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur - Sewell, and 
James Paine, the old colored coachman. The 
Rev. F. W. Braithewaite, Recter of St. Andrew’s 
Church at Stamford, who conducted the private 
gerviee at Elmsmere Sunday, also occupied a 
seat in the ear. Mrs. Lester Wallack, who was. 
prostrated by the sudden death of her husband, 
was ill when she started on the journey, and; 
fiuring the trip required constant attention. 
Bhe had to be assisted to and from the car and ! 

On alighting from - 
the oar at the Grand Central Station shejfainted, 
but was revived.

VISITOR ENTER THE HOUSE? 

David H. Bennett, the Wall-street broker 
“who was assaulted and robbed in his sleeping 
reom at his residence in Forest-street, Jersey 
City, Sunday night, was barely eonscious yes- 
terday, but unable te speak distinctly. He did 
not seem to know that he hada been hurt, and 
early in the‘morning his hand came in contact 
with his bandaged head. He seemed surprised 
and looked inquiringiy, at his son Augustus, 

“Do you know who hit you, father?’ asked 
the young man. 

Mr. Bennett murmured something which could 
not be understood. A little later his eyes fell 
ona spot of blood on the pillow. The sight 
clearly stirred his benumbed senses and he 
tried to speak again. -He scribbied with his 

. fingers acress the palm of his hand, showing 
that “he realized that he was speechless and 
‘ wanted to write. Penoil and paper were handed 
to him. As plainly as possible he wrdte 
‘“*W-h-i-r,” and gave the slip to his son. The 
oon pretended to understand, and the father fell 
asleep, 

When Dr, Wilkinson called, Mr. Bennett was 
awake again. The doeter looked at the wound, 
spoke pleasantly and ype nder of the prospects 
of quick recovery, and askedjbis patient a ques- 
‘tion. Mr. Bennett motioned again for pencil 
Yand paper. Then he wrote in plain letters, 
** W-h-i-r.”” Another tage wholly different 
vin character was asked him. The expression of 
‘his eyes indicated thathe understood, but again 
he wrote in reply only that fragment of a word. 
When the doctor left the nouse he said: ‘Mr. 
; Bennett is suffering from concussion of the 
brain. In a@ young mau I should say there was 
little danger. Although Mr. Bennett is 72 
\years old, his regular habits ef life and sturdy 
vphysique offset the disadvantage ofage. He is, 
‘however, very weak, having lost five pints of 
{ blood. Otherwise the indications are that be 
/ will live. That is the best that can be said. His 
speech seems to be lost, his hearing is indanger, 
‘perhaps also his sight, and his mental condition 
may well be a subject of grave concern.” 

{tit were not for one circumstance in connec- 
tion with the assault on Mr. Bennott the Jersey 
City police would yesterday have set the case

A 
novice would have avoided that room al- 
together. Absence of marks anywhere to show 
that an entrance was forced, the care taken to 
mislead investigation by means of the open 
window and overturned chair, while the front 
doors were also open, and the good order in 
which everything was left struck the police as 
remarkable circumstanves as soon as their sus- 
picions were aroused by the window. 

Satisfied that somebody who got into the 
house without force had cemmitted the assault, 
the police first. interrogated the son, Augustus. 
He said that when he reached his homo at 1:30 
o’clock Sunday morning he heard nothing from 
his father’s room, but was roused in the morn- 
ing by groans Brocnaaias from that room. He 
and his father were much devoted to each other, 
he said, being more like brothers than father and 
son. Both belonged to the Jersey City Athletic 
‘Club and to the Jersey City Yacht Club. Their 

leasures and tastes were alike. Asked about 

is father’s affairs, the son said that his oir- 
culmstarces were comfortable, but he did not 
know definitely about them. The father had 
made no will, because he had a superstition that 
when he.aid that he would dio.

IN A SOUTHERN CYCLONE

THE UXPBRIENOH OF THE 
STEAMSHIP ALPS. 

IN A. DANGEROUS 


ONE MAN SWEPT OVERBOARD. 
The steamship Alps of the Atlas Line, 
which arrived from Hayti yesterday, brought 
the first news of an intimate acquaintance with 
the cyclone which has recently been reported 


“as oaverting around in the Galt of Mexico and 


among the West Indian Islands, The Alps left 
her last port, Jeremie, on Saturday, Sept. 1. 
The weather was fine and continued so during 
the following day. The steamer pursued her 
course northward, the breeze coming fresh from 
the eastward, shifting to the northeast. All 
day Sunday there appeared net the slightest 
sign of an approaching storm either in the sky, 
wind, or barometer. Toward midnight, hew- 
ever, the ship being then near Crooked Island 
Passage, the sky began to look dirty and the 
wind became squally. The barometer stood at 
29.90 and, shortly after midnight, began to 
drop. The wind suddenly invreased to a hurri- 
cane and blew from all the points of the com- 
pass. The sea was lashed into a feaming, 
seething caldron, and the rain descended in tor- 
rents. 

Capt. Owen and First Officer Williams faced 
the storm on the bridge, and their aceount of 
the fearful force of the cyclone is a thrilling 
one. Said First Officer Williams: “I have sel- 
dom experienced suck terrible weather. The 
rain fell in such sheets that the expression 
‘coming down by the bucketful’ was literally 
true. It struck the decks almost with the force 
of the sea, and entirely cut eff the rest of the 
vessel from the view of those on the bridge. 
The sea ran very high and was extremely. dan- 
gerous, the wind ceming from so a / different 
points thatit created a cross sea. 6 shipped 
water both fore and aft; and the seaswept the 
decks from bow to stern. We were 
just in one of the most dangerous places 
to meet a storm of this sort, the hid- 
den reefs and low islands of those seas being 
on every side. Luckily we were able to avoid 
striking any ef them. The wind, which shortly 
after midnight blew a gale, continued to in- 
crease, and at 6 o’clock Monday morning it 
was found necessary to stop the engines. The 
ship wason her beam ends, the starboard rail 
under water, heading about southeast. We had 
also to get the pumps working, the ship was takin 
aboard so much water. The close-reefed foresai 
was the only canvas up, it being euflicient for a 
time to keep her head to the wind. At about 
this time a sea stove the cabin doors and flooded 
the cabin. Water also made its way into the en- 
gine room and the crew were set to work bail- 
ing eut, adding their exertions to those of the 
steam pumps. 

“At noon on Monday the storm reached its 
height. Meantime the foresail had been blown 
away carrying with itthe foreyaff and all the 
running rigging. Anattemptto set the storm 
staysail failed, the stout canvas being blown to 
shredsin an instant. The steamer fell then into 
the trough of the sea and drifted absolutely ar 
the mercy of the gale. The starboard anchor 
was let go with 100 fathoms ef chain, both in 
the hepe that it would act asadrag and keep 
the ship’s head to the sea and alse. to hold on 
bottom, if possible, should the vessel drift on a 
lee shore. The Captain was unable to ascertain 
the position of the vessel, though he afterward 
found himself to be within 15 miles to the west- 
ward of Fortune Key, one of the Bahama group. 

“The boats were prepared at noon Monday to 
Jaunch immediately should the steamship run 
aground, though it is doubtful if they could 
have lived a momentin the furious waters. At 
last, on Monday afternoen, the storm began to 
abate. The engines were started soon after, 
andthe remainder of the voyage was without 
any further difficulty. It was fortunate that 
the storm had passed when it did, as the anchor 
and cable had been earried way, two of the 
starboard boats had been stove, and it would 
have been impossible to keep head to the ssa 
much longer. 

“At about 2 o’clock Monday afternoon the 
chief steward, R. Meadows, who bad been stand- 
ing on the bridge with Capt. Owen, left te go 
aft and was not seen again. Itis supposed that 
he was washed overboard by a tremenious sea 
which struck ths ship amidships at about that 
time. The fury of the storm was 80 great, how- 
ever, that no one saw him go overboard, and Le 
was not missed until sometime after. Mead- 
ows has a wife and mother living in New-York.” 

Lhe chief officer reports that the barometer 
was at its lowest point on Monday, Sept. 3, at 
7 A. M., when it stood at 28.70. At8 it had 
risen to 29.10, at 10 29.60, and at 1129.70. it 
them became steady. It was Chief Officer Will- 
jams’s opinion that the ship was mot far from 
the centre of the oyclone, or revolving hurr!l- 
cane, and this centre was then apparently trav- 
eling westward. The Alps went immeaiately 
to the Erie Basin on her arrival fora few re- 
pairs, though her hull is undamaged. Her 
carge Gf general merchandise, consigned to Pim 
Forwood & Co., was also unhurt. She carri 
no passengers.

Peter W. Land, dealer in awnings and 
tarpaulins at 200 West Thirty-fourth-streot, 
made an assignment yesterday to James O’Neil. 
He has been in the business in this city for 
7 years and previously in San Franoisco for 
25 years, and used the style of the Manhattan 
Awning Manufacturing Company. 

Wilbur F. Gedney, dealer in engineers’ and 
manufacturers’ supplies at 103 Mereer-street. 
made an assignment yesterday to Harry P. 
Strong, giving a vreference for $300. He has 
been in business 10 years and has had several 
partmers. 

William H. Willis and George W. Willis, som- 
posing the firm of Willis & Co., carpet dealers at 


89 White-street, made an assignment yesterday 
to Charlies T. Goodwin. W. H. Willis started 
the business Jan. 1, 1885, and soon afterward 
founded the firm ef Ames & Willis, Mr. Ames 
being the capitalist. Boag continued together 
until January last, when Mr. Ames withdrew, 
and the present tirm was subsequently formed. 
They sold principally on commission. 

William A. Drown & Co., umbrella manu- 
facturers at Philadelphia, who failed Saturday, 
have had a branch in this city for many yeare 
past.
